Gerald Ford is elected President" 


Ford, looking grim and never crack- 


ing a smile throughout a debate, in 
which he accused Carter of flirting 
with European Communist forces, 
seemed ready for the moral argument 
and pounced on It late In the debate. 


His 'voice booming, seeming irri- 


tated with what Ford called Carter's 


"bragging" about current unemploy- 
ment positions, be said:

> President Gerald R. Ford endured 
•an unrelenting attack of his adminis- 
tration's foreign policy from Demo- 
crat Jimmy Carter in Wednesday's 
debate, but The Herald exclusive post 
debate poll showed the President gain- 
ed support among Northwest subur- 
*ban residents. 


In a scientifically selected random 


sample of 239 Northwest suburban 
residents, 40.8 per cent said Ford won 
the debate, while 28.3 per cent said 
Carter won. 


And although a greater percentage 


of viewers said Carter won this de- 
bate compared to the first con- 
frontation two weeks ago, It appears

that voter support in the Northwest 
suburbs is solidifying behind Ford. 


ASKED IF TIH3 election were held 


tonight, 52.6 per cent of those respond- 
ing said they would vote for Ford and 
25 per cent said they would vote for 
Carter.

After the last debate, 44.4 per cent 


favored Ford, 23.5 per cent favored 
Carter and 28.6 per cent were unde- 
cided. 


The poll also showed that 63.6 per 


cent of those questioned said. they 
watched the debate, a 7 per cent 
smaller audience than for the first 
Ford-Carter encounter. 


In the group which indicated they 


viewed the second debate, the number 
of undecided voters dropped from 
more than 40 per cent after the first 
debate to 30.9 per cent 


AMONG THOSE who did not watch 


the 90-ralnute debate, 55.3 per cent 
said they would favor Ford, 20.7 per 
cent supported Carter and 23.3 per 
cent were undecided. 


Over-all, the poll reflected the gen- 


eral Republican voting pattern of the 
area, but Ford's support still remains' 
well below that of the GOP presiden- 
tial candidate in 1972 and 1968. In both 
of those elections, former President 
'Richard Nixon gained more than 60 
per cent of the vote in {his area. 


Carter also was running behind vote 


totals posted by Democratic presiden- 
tial candidates In the past two elec- 
tions. In those races the Democratic 
candidates received at least 30 per 
cent of the vote. 


In a national poll conducted after 


the debate by the Roper Organization, 


239 persons polled . 
in telephone survey: 


As it did after the first televised de- 


bate. The Herald Wednesday night 
surveyed public reaction to the Ford- 
Carter debate on foreign affairs. 


The Herald poll used an ex- 


perimental design developed by Carl 
jf. Larson, professor of marketing at 
the University cf Illinois Chicago 
Circle Campus. 


Using a random telephone dialing 


technique and questionnaire, a team 
of 25 Herald staff writers and super- 
visors conducted the poll of 239 per- 
sons scientifically selected to repre- 
sent a cross section of those viewing 
and not viewing the debate. Larson 
analyzed the results. Herald political 
writer Steve Brown wrote the story.' 


40 per cent said Carter won the de- 
bate; 30 per cent went for Ford; and 
30 per cent were undecided on the out- 
come.

AN ANALYSIS of the those who 


said Carter won the debate and those 
who said they would vote for Carter if 
the election were held Wednesday in- 
dicates that the debates are not the 
most significant factor in the minds of 
the voters. 


In comparing the reaction of those 


who viewed the debate to vote totals 
in the 1973 congressional election, the 
President appeared to be running be- 
hind U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, 
R-12tn, who gained 61 per cent of the 
vote. 


The results of The Herald's first 


post debate poll snowed that 36.7 per

Depot smoking ban

a.m.," Scott said. 


Scott's office already has suits

Agriculture Sec. Earl Butz ac- 


ted prudently Monday in turning 
in his resignation,to President 
Ford. 


By resigning, Butz relieved 


Ford of the politically embar- 
rassing need to fire his in- 
discreet cabinet officer. 
\ 


Secretary Butz, in a conversa- 


tion with singer Pat Boonc and 
former Watergate figure John 
Dean, made a "joke" about 
black people that was later 
printed in the Rolling Stone 
miiKtizine. Although the com- 
merits were too obscene and dis- 
gusting 
for most 
American 


newspapers to print, the story 
began circulating widely. 


President Ford, in the midst- 


of an election campaign, did not 
need an explosive issue like Sec- 
retary Butz' racial slur. So he 
called the secretary in and is- 
sued a public rebuke, stopping 
just short of firing Butz. 


It must have become apparent 


to Butz that Ford could not re- 
sist the pressure to fire him — 
pressure that built inside the Re- 
publican party and In the nation 
as a whole — without severe, 
damage to his reelection chan- 
ces. 


So he resigned, apologizing for 


the slur and claiming, "The use 
of a bod racial commentary in 
no way reflects my real atti- 
tude." 


That may be well to say. But 


we wonder if his. real thoughts 
matter when his'words are so 
ugly. 


This is not a nation which tol- 


erates national leaders slander- 
ing its minorities, no matter 
what their "real" thoughts. 


The incredible thing about 


Butz' performance is that this is 
not his first Indiscretion 
in- 


v o l v i n g American minority 
groups. Two years ago he told a 
joke slurring Italians and Catho- 
lics. While less offensive .than 
his more recent joke, in was 
equally'unnecessary and unde- 
served.

Secretary Butz first entered 


national government service in 


1054 as undersecretary of agri- 
culture in the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration. He was named sec-' 
retary of agriculture by Presi- 
dent Nixon and was retained in 
that post by President Ford. 


He has a reputation for being 


outspoken and intemperate. At 
the height of the Watergate 
scandal, when President Nixon's 
guilt had become apparent, the 
secretary addressed a news- 
paper group in Hot Springs, 
Ark., slashing at critics of the 
administration,

The life story of Gerald Ford 
It's not what you know, but who...

With the Ford Campaign — A 


French essayist once observed that 
"the gods, to show us their power, 
and abate our presumptions, seeing 
they could not make fools wiie have 
made them fortunate." 


He might hate been refcrringTo 


Gerald Ford, who may or may not be 
a fool, but who is certainly one of the 
luckiest of men. 


Surely the fellow is protected by the 


heavens. Ho Is a routine man, of few 
talents, who has a proclivity for doing 
the wrong thing or nothing at all. And 
yet he Inevitably manages to muddle 
through. 


This has been true from the begin- 


ning of his public life. Twenty-eight 
years ago he was a middle-aged attor- 
ney of no note, apparently destined to 


live out his life as one of the names on 
a legal shingle. But the gods were 
gracious. Michigan Sen. Arthur Van- 
denberg became upset with the in- 
c u m b e n t Republican congressman 
from the Grand Rapids area, and cas- 
ually tapped Ford as the successor. 
Fortuitously, then, Jerry Ford fell 
into one of the safest House seats in 
America. 


U Is fair to say he wasn't a remark- 


able representative. For Instance he 
never authored a meaningful piece of 
legislation. And yet by chance he 
made the right friends. Therefore in 
1965, when Republican lawmakers de- 
cided to replace Charles Halleck as 
House minority leader. Ford became 
the least-offensive candidate. Again 
fortune smiled. And good Jerry stum- 
bled on to a larger opportunity. 
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Then of course came the resignation 


of Splro Agnew in 1973. Richard Nixon 
wanted to replace him with John Con- 
ally of Texas, but he feared a con- 
frontation with a Congress already 


h. made hostile by Watergate revela- 


tions. What to do? Pick a nice, safe 
nobody. Enter Representative Ford. 
And 10 months later, the gods who 
watch over drunks and small children 
put the man from Grand Rapids on 
the throne. 


The fates might have ended the al- 


liance with a Ford in the presidency. 
But a month ago It was clear they hod 
not. Mr. Ford went to the Republican 
National Convention as the second 
choice of a majority of the delegates, 
Ronald Reagan being the emotional 
favorite. Yet Ford won In spite of 
himself. He was BO inspiration, but 
i very happily he was president, and so 
be blundered through again.

Well, how fortunate for Mr. Ford, 


even U his promoters feel he is not so 
lucky as events perceive. Actually, his 
staff thinks the President is snakebtt, 
a political Joe Btfiplk. They say the 
recent spat of stories linking Ford to 
congressional illegalities Is, to quote 
one officer, "The worst thing to hap- 
pen to a presidential candidate in this 
century." Aides fed the rumors may 
halt the accelerating Ford momentum, 
perhaps even doom for good his No- 
vember chances. 
. 


There is some substance to these 


fears. Remembering Watergate, the 
media Is likely this time to rush to 
Judgment before rather than after the 
elections. In which case the Ford for- 
tune may yet go sour. 


But don't count on it Gerald Ford Is 


somehow charmed. And It is quite evi- 
dent as he goes out now and then to 
remind the citizens he Is their execu- 
tive. This tactic alone Is worth mil- 
lions of votes.'

Mount Prospect officials praised 
for ending, long library dispute 


Ralph Waldo Emerson, a celebrated American author and phi- 


losopher, very wisely had said: "What's the use having a mind If 
you can't change It?" 


Change is a vital ingredient of progress. A change in thinking by 


some trustees of the Mount Prospect Village Board ended the new 
public library controversy which had plagued the community for 
months. This is a plus on the side of progress. 


The readers of The Herald are well familiar with details of this 


controversy and the growing ire of the taxpayers. The whole com- 
munity was anxious for something constructive to come up from 
both the village and library boards to resolve this stalemated 
dilemma. 


TRUSTEE ERROL RICHARDSON proposed an action which led 


to a breakthrough in the stalemate. Re suggested to his colleagues 
to give the library board some $76,000 from the village's estimated 
year-end cash balance of $154,502. This, Richardson explained, 
would put the library board on its feet at least for fiscal 1976-77 
year. 


A majority of the board of trustees reacted favorably. One of the 


trustees, Leo Flora, stated though be was in favor of the proposal 
he would not vote for it, unless the library board agreed to open 
the library on Saturdays and move to the new facility as pre- 
viously planned. Library officials, anxious to terminate the conflict 
with the village and precede with Its plans, assented to trustee 
Ploros' demands. 


So trustee Richardson's proposition was put to vote at the regu- 


lar village board meeting^ on Sept. 21. It was approved by 5-2 
votes, trustees Richard Hcndricks and Theodore Wallenberg vot- 
ing ^against It The trustees Errol Richardson, Edward Rhea, Leo 
Ploros and Michael Mlnton and Mayor Robert Teichert deserve to 
be commended by the community for voting for this proposal and 
thereby ending the bitter controversy. 


Trustee Floras' observations that "No one is completely happy 


with this compromise ... I'm not happy about voting for addition- 
al funds (for the library)..." are understandable. He has always 
been frugal in budgeting of village funds. His "yes" vote would, 
deplete the village treasury by $75,995. It bothered bis conscience. 
Yet his voting for the compromise would resolve the long-debated 
issue between the two boards, and it would be in the best Interest 
of the community. So he delivered it. 


In my opinion trustee Floras' vote made the community happy, 


especially the senior citizens whose planning for establishing of 
their center in the present library has been stalled by the con- 
troversy. Now that it has been resolved everybody concerned can 
breathe much easier.

The United Auto Workers union Wednesday began the ratifica- 


tion process to gain approval of a $1 billion-plus contract by 170,000 
Ford Motor Co. workers who have been on strike for three weeks. 


It 'was expected to take anywhere from a week to 10 days to 


complete voting on. the tentative agreement araiouneed at 10:40 
p.m. Tuesday, leaving the No. 2 automaker's 102 factories In 22 
states closed until at least mid-month. Full details of the accord 
were being withheld pending union meetings. But it was learned 
lhat the two key union demands that triggered the strike — short- 
ening the work week to create Jobs and financial aid for retirees 
had been resolved. But E. M. "Pete" Estes, president of Gener- 
al Motors which will have to match the Ford agreement, said in 
Grand Rapids, Mich., Wednesday that the expanded time-off provi- 
sions In the UAWs tentative contract agreement with Ford are 
"very disturbing' 'and would lead to Increased costs. 


AMC boosts prices' 4.8% 


American Motors Corp., the slumping small car specialist, 


Wednesday announced the smallest price Increase among the four 
U.S. auto companies on 1977'models — an average 4.8 per cent 
boost, or 1167 a car. AMC was the last of the four U.S. automakers 
to announce Its prices and the last to put Its 1977-model cars on 
sale. 


AMC'i price Increase over 1976 models compares with a 5.9 per 


cent, or $331, increase by General Motors on can equipped with 
the most popular options. Chrysler Corp. also raised prices 5.9 per 
ctnt, or 1326, while Ford Motor Co. said Its Increase averaged 5.1 
p»r cent, or $310, over comparable 1976 models.

Despite an extra $12 in the weekly paycheck, an average Ameri- 


can worktr enjoyed no Increased buying power during the year 
than ended last May, the Labor Department reported Wednesday.

When Uw small Dflex Systems In- 


dustrial plant officially opens its doors 
in Mount Prospect during late Decem- 
ber, the occasion will mark one more 
step toward fulfillment of a dream 
shared by several Northwest subur- 
ban entrepreneurs.

It all started five years ago with a 


"gut feeling," said Warren Hayes, • 
founder and president of the parent 
Material Sciences Corp, Elk Grove 
Village. Hayes said he bad a hunch 
that "emerging material technology" 
in the' metallurgical field would pro- 
vide an opportunity for new business 
development. • 


Without knowing exactly what the 


technology would be, Hayes parlayed 
his hunch into a new business venture 
In 1871. He Joined forces with Roy 
Crabtree, founder and president 'of 
PreFinlsh Metals, Inc., Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


HAYES, WITH experience-in semi- 


conductors, • electronics, 
aerospace 


materials and other fields, lined up 
financial support •from Chicago-based 
Edgar F.' Heizer Jr., a venture capi- 
talist. Following the acquisition of Pre 
Finish Metals, Material Sciences re- 
searchers developed a new process 
that treats carbon steel to give it the 
properties of stainless steel. 


Believing that he could build a new 


company on the marketing of this new 


technology, Hayes worked with Dilex 
Systems vice presidents Ray.Van- 
Thyne and John Rausch to test the 
process. It can be used to develop * 
wear and corrosion resistant metal 
surfaces in a market "almost beyond 
our ability to conceive it," Hayes said 
in a Wednesday press conference in • 
Chicago.

Hayes hopes to build sales of some 95 
million for the division in Its first year 
of operation. 


He counts the appliance industry,

THEY'RE INVENTORS, ingenious 


and persistent folks who'd like to 
think they've devised something 
eartiMhaking as well as novel. Each 
one discovered that nobody is waiting 
to roll out the red carpet for new 
Ideas. 


Scouting for a potent and somebody 


to buy the new gizmo can sap an In- 
ventor's enthusiasm and cash. Yet the 
hometown inventor's tales and the 
counsel of area patent attorneys In- 
dicates there can be rewards for crea- 
tivity. 


"Inventors usually think their Ideas 


are earUMhaking. They can't under- 
stand why everyone else Isn't ex- 
cited," said Jon Liljequlst, the patent 
attorney-englneer-lnventor. Liljequlst 
said be started out as aa engineer. "I 
was prolific with ideas. 1 took a law 
degree partly because I couldn't af- 
ford the services/' he said. He Is a 
member of the inventors services 
committee of the Chicago Patent Law 
Assn. 
t 
"The average person who comes up 


with an idea has several alternatives 
available to him," Liljequlst said. 
"He can go to an Invention broker, 
but that's a bit of a copout" In- 
ventors should expect to pay for the 
marketing service, he adds. 


"He can go to manufacturers who 


make that kind of Item. Chances arc 
slim of success there. Probably less 
than 2 per cent of these Ideas are se- 
riously considered," he continued. 
"And he has the alternative of mar- 
keting the Idea himself." 


LUjequist thinks the do-it-yourself 


sales approach is the best "Unfortu- 
nately nuMt people don't know where 
to start," he said. "We don't have as 
many pioneering spirits as we used 
to. You've got to be willing to embar- 
rass yourself by asking a lot of stupid 
questions. It takes guts to go out and 
atk questions." 


LIUEQUIST WOULD like to see 


funding for Innovation courses at Illi- 
nois universities patterned after Uni- 
versity of Oregon courses. He Is less 
enthusiastic about proposed state leg- 
islation to regulate Invention market- 
Ing companies favored by some fellow 
attorneys. Such legislation could elim- 
inate legitimate firms as well as gyps- 
ters from the field, he sold. • 


A "seml-euccess" story is reported 


by Ms. Solem of Harrington. She put 
her chemistry training to good use by 
concocting a batch of "Ovenly Bliss," 
a product intended to dean "without 
smelling up the house and making a 
big mess." 


Ms. Solem Is a self-starter who 


teamed up with her friend Barbara 
Hlntendorf In the creative venture. 
After she looked up background Infor- 
mation In an encyclopedia, Ms. Solem 
decided to "beg, borrow and steal 
chemical samples" for her sample 
batch of cleaner. She bottled the prod- 
uct in plastic Jars, then peddled the 
merchandise to local food store and 
military buyers. Ms. Solem later told 
the formula for the goop to a promo- 
ter for $19,000. 


The other side of tbe.story includes 


the frustration and heavy costs in- 
flicted on an inventor. Ms. Solera, 
adds. "Yon feel shot down because' 
everyone vants something tested and 
true," she said. 


Other problems involved payment* 


to a marketing company in Ohio for 
which no services were received, 
dealings with a promoter who bought 
the formula but wouldn't shell out the 
fees for a patent when the application 
was approved, the lack of funds to 
promote "Ovenly Bliss" sales and re- 
jected loan applications.' 


MEANWHILE, THE Elk Grove Vil- 


lage handyman is still waiting for a 
sale on his .power tool cutting guide 
design. He decided to let a marketing 
firm take on the patent search and 
promotional work for the design. Two 
years and $1,200 later, he has no pat- 
ent and no takers. If he had any sales, 
the marketing firm would claim a 20 
per cent share in royaUteS. Next time, 
the Elk Grove resident said, he'd rely 
on a patent attorney or go It alone. 
"It was a good experience, but cosi- 
ly," he said. 
• 


The cutting guide, as the electric 


earthworm extractor Invented by a 
Mount Prospect resident, is touted as 
"being Introduced to manufacturers" 
by a marketing firm. "Nothing's hap- 
pening," was the extractor creator's 
only comment Judy Brink of the 
Lawrence Peska Associates, Die. of- 
fice In Chicago said the marketing 
firm is "attempting to find a manu- 
facturer" for the extractor. "A U. S. 
patent Is pending." she said. 


Inventors should take the time to In- 


vestigate the cost and procedure for 
potent application and marketing be- 
fore they sign on the dotted line, ad- 
vised Schaumburg patent • attorney 
Lester Arnold. He noted that the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark office recom- 
mends that Inventors employ a patent 
attorney or agent who is registered by 
the agency. 


Check the listings of patent attor- 


neys In the Yellow Pages, or seek re- 
ferrals through the Chicago Bar 
Assn., Northwest Suburban Bar Assn. 
or the Patent Law Assn. of Chicago, 
Arnold advised. He said an attorney 
may charge $150 to $300 or whatever 
fee Is determined for an Initial patent 
search. Based on the findings from 
this project, the attorney may or may 
not recommend writing a patent ap- 
plication for an added fee. 


Preparation of, tho highly technical 


documents and the ensuing Patent of- 
fice application procedure require at 
least several months' time, Arnold 


7said. He advised Inventors to beware 


of any "overly, optimistic" patent 
marketing company charging large 
advance fees. 


THE PATENT AND Trademark of- 


fice filing fees start at $65 with added 
charges for claims depending on the 


' typo of presentation. A final fee of < 


$100 or more Is charged when a patent 
Is to be granted. 


Although individuals can in theory 


sidestep some legal fees In the patent 
application process, said Arlington 
Heights patent attorney Edward Van- 
donburgh, tho patent office Jargon Is 
• "Incomprehensible to the uninitiated." 
Vandenburgh Is chairman-elect of the 
patent, trademark and copyright law 
section of the American Bar Assn. 


Vandenburgh warns that many 


creative people come up with Ideas 
Out are not new. Patents are also de- 
nied on a useless device or a method 
of doing business and "improvements 
which would be obvious to a person 
skilled in the art," the U. S. Patent 
Office said.

Beware of shady idea promoters 


Inventors should beware of mis- 


representations in the idea promotions 
business, said the Federal Trade 
Commission. 


The FTC launched an Industrywide 


Investigation of the $100 million in- 
vention and patent development busi- 
ness in 1974. Complaints filed by the 
agency against idea promotoers and a 
1973 Herald investigation of DCS 
Plaines-based Imperial Inventors In- 
ternational, Inc., reflect misleading 
practices of some promoters.' 


The Raymond Lee Organization, 


Inc., a New York-based Idea promo- 
tion firm which has a Chicago office, 
was cited in an August 1975 FTC com- 
plaint tor misrepresentation on its 
ability to meet U.S. Patent Office ap- 
plication requlremento. The firm has 
falsely told Inventors that they do not 
heed to pay added fees for outside 
specialists once they sign a contract 
with the company, the FTC said. 


THE NEW YORK firm does not 


successfully promote Inventions as 
claimed to a significant number of in- 
stances, the complaint continued. tTbe 


company also used the names, photos 
and quotations of public figures with- 
out their knowledge, the FTC said. 
Raymond Lee, an officer and former' 
officer Lawrence Peska were dted in 
the complaint 


'A spokesman for Raymond Lee In 
Chicago said the company does-sue- 
cessfully negotiate and market 
clients' inventions. 


Four officials of Imperial Inventors 


International, Inc., pleaded guilty to 
mall fraud charges in February 1975. 
The officials had been accused of bil- 
king more than 3,000 inventors out of 
more than $1 million during the pre- 
ceding four-year period. 


Imperial and several subsidiaries' 


were the target of a 1973 Herald In- 
vestigation which revealed a number 
of questionable business practices. 


The Des Plaines company had 


promised marketing and new product 
m a r k e t i n g services to inventors. 
Clients who filed suit against the firm 
later received 5.14 per cent of the 
money they gave to Imperial.

Canines may be 
early-warning 
cancer system 


FORT COLLINS, Colo. (UPI) - A 


veterinarian believes dogs develop en- 
vironmentally related cancers much 
earlier than man and may serve as an 
earlywamlng system to predict gen- 


• era! rises in such tumors among hu- 
mans. 


Dr. Edward L. Gillette, professor of 


radiology and radiation biology at the 
Colorado State University College of 
Veterinary Medicine, bases Ws theory 
on the fact many tumors in dogs ' 
closely resemble human tenors and 
the development and incidence of can- 
cer among dogs and humans is nearly 
the same. 


'"The overall Incidence of malig- 


nant tumors in dogs is very similar to 
man, although there are some differ- 
ences," Gillette sold. "We and some 
tumors In dogs which are unknown in 
man and vice-versa. 


"But generally speaking, many tu- 


mors are of the same type, roughly 
the same incidence and seem to take 
pretty much the same course .of devel- 
opment." 


Gillette has been studying canine tu- 


mors for three years under a grant 
from the National Cancer Institute. 
He said recent information from the 
NCI left little doubt of the environ- 
ment's Impact on cancer devel- 
opment

development of certain tumors-.la1 
caused, or at least helped along, by 
environmental factors. We know that 
overexposure to sunlight can cause 
stdn cancer, for example, and that 
pollution or certain food additives may 
result In cancer In certain organs." 


Gillette said his program of com- 


parative oncology —the evaluation of 


. new methods of therapy for spon- 


taneous tumors in dogs — could have 
a significant Impact on treatment of 
cancer among humans. 


"WE DONT KNOW why dogs de- 


velop cancers similar to man's but in 
a much shorter period of time. It may 
be because dogs, proportionately, ma- 
ture much faster than humans. 
. 


"The tumor rate in dogs seems to 


peak about 10 to 13 years of age. That 
compares to about SO or 60 years In 
humans, which Is roughly the same 
age where we find a large number'of 
our human cancers." 


Because of that, he said, scientists 


might be able to predict future in- 


• creases in human cancer if they noted 


rises in the same type of cancer 
among dogs. 


"If veterinarians see a rise in ca- 


nine liver cancers In a certain area of 
the country, it may signal a corre- 
sponding rise in human liver cancer 
In the same area In 15 to 20 years." 


Gillette said one problem Involved 


hi making such predictions was the 
lack of accurate dog population fig- 
ures throughout the country. 


"VETERINARIANS CAN tell us If 


they've diagnosed more canine can- 
cers recently, but that doesn't neces- 
sarily mean that dog cancer Is on the 
rise. It might simply mean that the 
over-aQ dog population has increased, 
so a veterinarian probably will see 
more animals with all types of db- 


searchers manufacturers and users. 


"THE .ANALYSIS of our data re-

dent Charles H. Berry Jr. theorized, 
in setting up the experiment that any 
driver :desiring "to remain, legal" 
when the,gap between'comfortable 
speed and legal, speed is'wide would 
be "continually ^required to adjust his 
vehicle, speed' by, throttle'changes" 
andkeepanyeyeontbe'speedometer. 


"The net effect.of this mismatch 


then wUl be increased control effort 
by the driver and consequently in- 
creased fatigue," be said. "Further, 


, any relaxation of constant vigilance 
• by the driver will result hi a tendency 


to return to the comfortable speed." 


The experiment showed differences 


hi comfortable speeds for each vehicle 
with -"mean" velocities 'of 66 miles 


• per hour for .the station wagon, 70 
mites an hour for the sports car and 
-77 miles an hour for the van. 


"The comfortable speed demonstra- 


;tes that if the present, speed limit of 
55 miles per hour is to be continued. 


further research is needed in the 
areas of vehicle-and roadway design 
to establish a more acceptable inter- 
face between inherent vehicle charac- 
teristics and legal speed limits," Mor- 
ris concluded. 


"IF THE DIFFERENCE between 


the comfortable speed and the legal 
speed is large ,tbe driver is placed to 
a stressful and fatiguing situation. 
This additional stress can lead to ex- 
posure to greater accident hazard. 


"Further, the* constant throttle cor* 


rection will result in poor engine per- 
formance and efficiency..." 


Gillette and his research team cur- 


rently are trying to find parts of the 
country where accurate pet popu- 
lation figures are kept 


"The cancers which may be In- 


volved are unlimited because we don't 
yet know what causes certain tu- 
mors," he said. "But we hope through 
our research to show that dogs can 
live up to thdr reputation as 'man's 
best friend' by helping us control, or 
at least predict possible Increases in 
the disease."

Moraine Hills State Park, where 


river bottom and kettle moraine meet, 
will open today near McHenry, 


The park features prairie, river, 


forest, lake, bog and manb areas 
which will be open to the public fol- 
lowing today's dedication by Gov. Dan 
Id Walker. The 1,668-acre park, a 
$1.053,000 development, will Include 
the existing McHenry Dam' Slate 
Park. 


According to the Illinois Kept, of 


Conservation. Moraine Hills is a clas- 
sic remnant of kettle moraine glacial 
topography. The kettles, or depres- 
sion*, were formed as glaciers trav- 
eled through the area. The deepest 
depression In the region later filled 
with water, and was dubbed Lake De- 
fiance. The Fox River flows through 
the new park, which has 729 acres of 
wetlands. 


In the Leatherleaf Bog area; vis- 


itors will discover a large floating mat 
of sphagnum moss and leatherleaf, 
marsh fern and other vegetation. 
More than 70 species of birds at well 
as red fox and the white-tall deer can 
be seen In the park. 


The Pike Marsh area features the 


largest known colony of pitcher plants 
in Illinois and other wildlife. Both the 
Leatherleaf Bog and Pike Marsh are 
dedicated nature preserves and pro- 
tected by law. 


Fishing, boating, hiking, bicycling, 


playground and concession areas are 
Included In the Moraine Hills com- 
plex. The McHenry Dam controls wa- 
ter levels In the Chain '0 Lakes. Ad- 
Joining locks allow boaters to make 
their way around the dam from Chain 
>'0 Lakes to Algonquin. 


The challenge of Moraine Hills Is the 


use of natural resources to meet the 
need for outdoor recreation facilities 
without Injuring the natural resource 
base which mokes the area attractive, 
said pork ranger John Schweder. He 
noted that recreational activities in 
the park are limited to those causing 
relatively little environmental dam- 
age. 


Moraine Hills State Park Is located 


three mllea south of McHenry off Riv- 
er Road. A ribbon-cutting ceremony 
will be held at 10:90 today followed by 
a guided tour of Pike Marsh at 11 
a.m.

James T. Ryan, 
among other posts. 


"I'm a semi-retired businessman 


with the plan in mind of getting into 
politics as a second career," Griffith 
says. "I feel this campaign is a natu- 
ral progression of both my community 
and political activity." 


Griffith admits that when be first 


decided to run for the MSD it was 
mostly through the process of elimina- 
tion. He either was not eligible or In- 
terested in such offices as county cir- 
cuit court clerk, recorder of deeds or 
the Illinois General Assembly and the 
MSD seemed a good place to launch a 
political career.

Although a founding member of the 


Organization of the Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries, Venezuela never 
has participated In an oil embargo and 
Is recognized as a secure source for 
the United States. 


Venezuela also faces the need for 


increased revenue to finance an am- 
bitious five-year S40 billion economic 
and development program while costs 
have soared on capital goods and oth- 
er imports such as food. 
>• 


The country's five-year plan had as- 


sumed oil prices would increase at 
about eight per cent annually. The in- 
crease, however, has failed to mater- 
ialize, largely because of resistance 
from Saudi Arabia, OPECs most In- 
fluential member. 


WHEN VENEZUELA nationalized 


its oil Industry at the 'beginning of 
1976, output levels dipped to close to 
one million barrels a day. But in the 
first quarter production climbed back 
to 'more than two million barrels 


daily. The country's proven reserves, 
at 18.5 billion barrels, theoretically al- 
low for 20 years production at a 12- 
minion-barrekhday level (Saudi 
Arabia at present has 8.7-million-bar- 
rel-a-day output and a ISO billion bar- 
rel proven reserve.) 
' Venezuela's fields are aging and po- 
tential has declined. The most prolif-. 
ic, the Bolivar Coastal Field, was dis- 
covered in 1917. At present, Venezuela 
has a shut-in capacity of around half 
a million barrels, but in order to open 
up output completely, the industry 
would have to reactivate thousands of 
wells which have an average flow of 
around 300 barrels per day. 


(By way of comparison, the United 


States' older fields have a 15 barrel 
per day average for wells while the 
newer fields hi the Middle East often 
produce thousands of barrels per day 
each.) 


Venezuela's nationalized oil industry 


has earmarked $3.6 billion of its $5.5 
billion 197640 investments for explor- 
ation and production of oil. It is now 
reexploring some 5.5 million acres of 
oil fields previously held by private 
companies and also plans to begin 
drilling in the 200,000 square miles of 
continental platform with oil potential 
in the Caribbean and the Atlantic. 


Finally; Venezuela will invest over 


$800 million hi pilot plants for produc- 
ing and processing oil from the Ori- 
noco oil belt, one of the world's larg- 
est accumulations of heavy oil. The 
belt, running 375 miles along the 
northern shore of the Orinoco River, 
holds volumes of oil conservatively es- 
timated at 700 billion barrels. *

Tht American alligator Is a huge 


reptile that lives primarily in the 
swampy areas of the Southwestern 
United States. The first Spanish ex- 
plorers, who found millions of them, 
named the long, tapering animal "el 
lagarto"—which means llxard. 


Once the value of their hides was 


dlscoveredt hunters swooped down 
Ilka vultures, slaughtering millions (or 
foreign markets. Poachers added to 
the decline of the alligator, and for'a 
while conservationists thought - the' 
spades might be doomed. In the" early 
»ra» It was listed officially as an en- 
dangered species. 


Transporting hides across state 


lines became • federal crime, and 
New York, the fashion and fur capi- 
tal, outlawed alligator-hide products. 
Combined, these actions put the U.S. 
alligator Industry out of business. 


Today, however, having enjoyed

some years of protection, the gator is 
back in many areas. Some 40,000 of 
these 600-pound streamlined hulks live 
within the city llralta of New Orleans, 
La.,' and there are' some 8,000 com- 
plaints a year In Florida concerning 
some alligator-related problem. 


' About 700,000 flourish'in the nation 
today. .The gator's apparent recovery. 
prompted tho Interor Dept.,in 1975'to 
remove'It from the'endangered spe- 
cies list In parts of Louisiana. <

been resumed In Louisiana. A typical 
bunt begins very early In the morning 
as a fist-bottomed boat cruises out to

> enced crew members set the "gator 
lines." These long cords, are staked

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Condo owners who thought they were buying 


the good life are now finding out different

They thought they were buying 


• carefree lifestyle, but many con- 
dominium end towulMUM onueis 
now fttl they are overlooked by 
the law,' misunderstood by the 
government and overtaxed to 
boot. 


"Meet of the people, in fact 


moet of the village*, didn't under- 
itand what they were getting 
Into," laid Tom! Murphy, a mem- 
ber of. the Sheffield Manor Board 
of Director! In Schaumburg. 


houee owueis are Joining forcw to 
try to force change* that, will 
make their new way of life more 
manageable. 


THERE HAVE BEEN some lo- 


cal effort* to organiie con- 
dominium and townhouse associ- 
ation*. Wheeling formed a village- 
wlde condominium aatociation 
during the past year, and a rim- 
liar but unsuccewful attempt was 
made earlier in , Schaumburg 
Township. 
' 


The moit recent 
effort, 


prompted by the Illinois Public 
Action Council, last week resulted 
In the formation of a now state- 
wide group called the Organiza- 
tion of Multi-Dwelling Associ- 
ations. 


"They are Interested in getting 


revised tax laws that would better 
deal with their types of assocl- 
ationi,'' said Jackie Kendall of 
Council. She said the group would 
represent the views of home- 
owners in contrast to the national 
condominium organizations which 
also represent developers and 
builders. 


Despite the problems, Mrs. 


Kendall said condominium owners 
generally are pleased with their 
new way of life. 


"BUT THEY FEEL the need to 


somehow have some changes' 


made to make this new type of 
lifestyle better," she said. "It is a 
new concept that is trying to oper- 
ate under old tax laws." 


The first problem to hit a home- 


owners' association comes when 
management of the complex Is 
turned over to the residents, said 
Donnle Rudd, a Hoffman Estates 
attorney representing several 
homeowners associations. Thai's 
when the developer stops subsidiz- 
ing the development and the resi- 
dents' monthly assessments start 
to rise. 


At the Moon Lake development. 


In Hoffman Estates the assess- 
ments Jumped from the original 
$9 SO a month to $36.50 a month. 
At Harrington Square, also In 
Hoffman Estates, the Jump was 
from $194o $33. 
' 


When assessments Jump, some 


residents stop paying, particularly 
if repairs on the unit are needed. 
"Then the association has to sue 
to collect," Rudd said. 


GORDON LINE, a board mem- 


ber of the Harrington Square 
Assn., said he feels strongly that 
a developer should put money in 
escrow for each unit This would 
provide a reserve fund for needed 
repairs after the 'developer stops 
subsidizing the project. 


Line said there should be more 


"clear'and concise concepts about 
what the homeowners' responsi- 
bilities are when buying Into an 
association." He naid many peole 
are unaware what they are get- 
ting themselves into. * 


For e x a m p l e , most con- 


dominium and townhouse proj- 
ects in the area are now wrangl- 
ing with their villages over the 
maintenance and patroling of 
their streets. Developers Installed 
the street* as private drives 
which do not meet most village 
codes for public streets, but most 


are find- 


ing they cannot afford the. upkeep. 


"The street situation in the 


longterm is the most serious thing 
in any condominium association," 
Rudd said. He said the problem 
doesn't pop up when the streets 
are new, but said-many associ- 
ations have "a million dollar bill 
facing them 10 bears down the 
road." 


CONDOMINIUM and townhouse 


residents are particularly upset 
about this issue because their gas 
money provides motor fuel tax 
funds that are used'to maintain 
local streets. They ew It s 
double taxation. 


Some villages have already ac- 


cepted the responsibility for de- 
velopment streets, and Rudd said 
eventually all villages will follow 
suit. 


"The villages won't have any 


choice really," he said. "It win 
either be by political pressure or 
the development is going to be in 
such a bind that the village will • 
ball them out" 


Another big gripe Is taxes paid 


by the association. Common areas 
such as a recreation house and 
swimming pool are taxed at a 
commercial rate. Rudd said if the 
land belonged to a park district, it 
would not be taxed at all. 


TO THE INDIVIDUAL con- 


dominium or townhouse owner, 
this can mean another $100 a year 
on the tax bill. "In effect, they 
are getting double taxation," 
Rudd said. 


Current tax laws also are mak- 


' Ing It difficult for homeowners as- 


sociations to develop cash re- 
serves. 


"The condominium organization 


Is a not-for-profit organization in 
the state. If they try to accumu- 
late funds for reserve* for items 
in the immediate future, they are 
taxed for It," Rudd said. "This

puts them in a real serious situ- 
ation with trying to handle future 
projections." 


R u d d said nationwide con- 


dominium associations have dlffi-. 
culty in tackling these problems • 
because of variations in state 
laws. 


"You have state laws that vary 


all the way across the board," he 
•aid. "It would be nice to have a 
uniform situation throughout the 
country, but you have to deal with 
what you've got" 


Many condominium and town- 


house owners feel they need a 
voice in Springfield. 


"THERE IS A lot of rhetoric 


taking place," Line said. "The 
thing we need is a group of associ- 
ations with lobbying ability hav- 
ing somebody downstate talking 
for us." 


Rudd said it would be helpful to 


have a group speaking for con- < 
dominlum and townhouse associ- 
ations, but said legislation will be 
introduced one way or another. 


"If nobody else hax done It we 
will present our own program," 
he said. 
/ 


Noting that different types of 


'condominium and townhouse de- 
velopments have different types 
of problems, Rudd said it would 
be beneficial to have a group in 
the Chicago suburban area. 


"You don't necessarily want to 


get Involved with the Chicago 
group," he said, noting they nre 
primarily high-rise buildings or 
converted apartment buildings. 


When buying condominium 
check homeowners' group \ 


When you buy into a condominium, 


townhome, or quadromlnlum commu- 
nity, you acquire a new set of respon- 
sibilities, shared with other owners. 


While condominiums combine the 


financial benefits of home ownership 
with the convenience of renting, they 
also Involve ownership and responsi- 
bility for common property which 
most buyers tend to overlook. 


"Plan to take part In your home- 


owners association," said Sheldon La- 
zar, director of sales and marketing 
of Miller Builders, Inc. He Is presi- 
dent of four such associations, in- 
cluding the one at Plymouth Farms, a 
quadromlnlum development in Vemon 
Hills. 


Typical of many housing devel- 


opments, the builder maintains con- 
trol of the homeowners association at 
Plymouth Farms until the devel- 
opment is 73 per cent sold. Yet, resi- 
dent* an involved in association ac- 
tivities and key decisions. They par- 
ticipate on the board of directors, and 


on three committees — architectural 
control and maintenance, finance, and 
social and recreational. 


Homeowners associations are set up 


to maintain the common property in a 
condominium community. In a qua- 
d r o m l n l u m 
development 
like 


Plymouth Farms, that means every- 


*• thing outside your living quarters, in- 
cluding the lawns and yards, parking 
' areas, greenbelts, and swimming 
pool. 


You can tell if the homeowners as- 


sociation is well run and well financed 
first by taking a careful look at the 
common areas. Note if the lawns look 
decent, If the lighting is working, and 
if the buildings look kept up or tacky. 
Next, check the association's financial 
status. Does the monthly assessment 
to all homeowners cover all the ser- 
vices needed, including management 
fees, Insurance, maintenance, scaven- 
ger service, lawn upkeep, snow re- 
moval, and pool care? 


LEARN WHEN assessments were 


last Increased. The cost of services 
Vises every year, and the monthly as- 
sessments paid by the builder for all 
unsold lots as well as the homeowners 
should keep pace. Otherwise, you 
could be in for a large increase, and 
possibly a major dispute within the 
' community. 


Important to check also is whether 


or not the homeowners association 
has the right of first refusal in the 
event that you decide later to sell 
your condominium. At Plymouth 
Farms, there is.no such right You 
can sell your property to anyone. • 


A COMMON PROBLEM among 


condominium 
homeowners associ- 


ations is that many residents do not 
understand the purpose of the associ- 
ation and do not participate. Or, they 
Just don't want to be Involved. 
Plymouth Farms is no exception, ac- 
cording to Art Knigge, chairman of 
the architectural control and mainte- 
nance committee.

The 
average mortgage insured by quali- 
fied MICs on single-family structures 
during the second quarter of 1978* 
amounted to $32,125 and the'average 
purchase price of homes covered was 
$36,048, accortfng to a new study by 
MICA, the Industry trade association. 
Thaw figure* were aUghtly higher 
than those recorded by the FHA un-, 
der Its regular Insurance program for 
the same quarter. The average FHA 
mortgage for new construction 
amounted to $32,063 and for existing 
bouses, $25,445. Average purchase 
price under FHA insurance was 
$34,882 for new bouses and $26,392 for 
existing structures, also slightly below 
the over-all average for home* with 
privately-insured mortgages.

It appears" to me, that at my Income 


bracket each dollar I spend on inter- 
est reduces my taxes about 28 cents 
and that each dollar I can avoid 
spending on interest' gives me in- 
creased spendable funds of 68 cents. 
(When state income tax Is added, the 


tax savings Is 36 cents and the in- 
creased spendable funds is reduced to 
60 cents).

win not reduce the amount'of mort- 
gage outstanding on my home."— Mr, 
JJLH.

ANSWER: Working with.the right 


" combination of assumptions, ww pan 
'always blow the "it's-betteHo-have- 
a-mortgage" argument out of the wa- 
ter. And, if taxes were the only con- 
slderaton, then I would gladly concede 
that hi as many a* half the cases, out- 
right ownership would be preferable. 


But the tax-savings situation is not 


the only argument — or even the best 
argument. A far better argument 
against paying off a bouse is the 
shrinking dollar. For example, the 
1939 dollar that was worth SB cents by 


'49, had eroded to 38 cents by.'» and 
was down to' 25 cents by the end of 
1975.

Since 1939 there have only been two 


years when the value of the dollar 
didn't shrink. There's no reason to 
think the future is going to see any • 
change in this: the inflation rate still 
stands at 5.4 per'cent a year and 
some experts see double-digit inflation 
returning in 1977. 


And you want to pay off a 20 year 


mortgage .with 1976 dollars? Wen, if 
you must...

so will home size: official 


The shrinking American family Is 


forcing the housing Industry to think 
small said Jackson W. Goss, president 
and chief executive officer of In- 
vestors Mortgage Insurance Co., Bos- 
ton, a subsidiary of Investors Mort- 
gage Group Inc. 


"The size of the average U.S. house- 


hold dipped down to 2.M in 1973 —the 
trend toward small families is ex- 
pected to continue with 2.88 predicted ' 
for 1978," Goss sold. 
• 


Goss said one reason is that people 


are living longer — the elderly are not 
moving in with their children. They 
are keeping their own homes and 
apartments. 


Children are leaving the nest soon- 


er. Young people now prefer to move 
away from home after their education 
Is completed and not remain until 
marriage—as in the old days. 


Goes said young women of child-' 


bearing age assert that they want 
smaller families. Formerly, a youth- 
ful wife indicated that she wanted 
three or four children, but not so to- 
day. One or two is the norm. 
• • • • • • 


'Working wives, "helping to bring 
home the bacon," are also reluctant 
to raise big families. Msny — seeking 
careers instead of bomemaking — es- 
chew family life for the outaide world. 


"All of these factors strongly point 


up the fact that the housing industry 
will have to make some adjustments. 
Smaller families will need smaller 
homes," Goss said. 


"And, working wives will not have 


the need for lots of space. Compact 
homes will suit them for better." 


What is housing's outlook? Perhaps

estate broker can find your dream 
house quicker than you can find It 
yourself, then half a dozen brokers 
ought to mako the task that m^y» 
simpler. Right? 


Wrong. 
As a matter of fact, a group of lead- 


ing Chicago area real estate profes- 
sionals says that house-hunting with 
several brokers is the biggest mistake 
shoppers are making these days. 
Baird.es Warner, Inc., a 121-year-old 
real estate company with 31 offices 
serving Chicago and suburban com- 
munities, surveyed Its managers to 
Identify the five most common mis- 
takes made In the past year by pros- 
pective buyers of existing homes. 
They Include: 


• Using several Realtors Instead of 


just one. 


• Being unrealistic regarding abili- 


ty to buy and costs of ownership. 


• Falling to place proper impor- 


tance on location and community 
amenities. 


• Being Indecisive and procrasti- 


nating. 


• Falling to establish wants and 


needs and set priorities In advance, or 
not shoring the Information with your 
broker. 
. Falling from the top five from last 
year's survey but still listed on the 
recent returns were: trying to buy a 
home without, professional assistance; 
underestimating how much house you 
need; and judging the house "by Its 
cover" rather than by its basic struc- 
ture. 


"This is quite a turnabout from last 


year, when do-it-yourself shopping 
was the consensus choice as the big- 
gest mistake. This year the No. 1 of- 
fense Is enlisting too many brokers," 
•aid Robert G. Walters,, senior vice 
president and general manager of the 
company's residential sales division. 


"It's not ncessarv," said Walters. 


"You arc better off selecting one rep- 
utable broker and working with him. 
A good Realtor belongs to a multiple 
listing service and works with cooper- 
ating broken to find the Und of home 
you wont and can afford In the short- 
est possible time. Increasing the num- 
ber of brokers doesn't multiply your 
chance of success because we're 
working with basically the same in- 
ventory. To the contrary', the possi- 


bility of conflicting appointments or 
repeat trips to the same home are 
, more likely when you have too many 
.brokers." 


The second problem is learning 


about the cost of owning and oper- 
ating a home and determining what 
you can afford. Many of the managers 
surveyed sold many shoppers tend to 


wont to shop homes beyond their 
means, suggesting inexperience and

they can realistically alford, laid Wal- 
ters. 


He suftpts tint sitting down with a 


broker or lender and determining: 


• How much you can comfortably 


put down on the house. Possible re- 
sources Include your savings account, 
equity in a present home, stocks or 
bonds, low-cost loans on life insurance 
policies, or borrowing from relatives. 


• How much you can afford to pay 


each month In mortgage payments, 
Insurance, and real estate taxes, tak- 
ing Into conslderaton other financial 
obligations and fixed expenses. 


• How much you can budget for 


maintenance, upkeep, decorating, re- 
pairs, and emergencies. 


"Tho neighborhood and community 


when you buy a home influence its 
present value and directly affect how 
hippy you'll be and how much your 
home may be worth when you decide 
to sell. So you can't be too careful 
about the right location of the home 
you'd like," Walters said. 


To prevent your dream house from 


turning Into a nightmare, ho sug- 
gested keeping In mind how much 
time and distance ore you prepared to 
allow for commuting, how good Is 
public transportation or, if you drive, 
good road systems, schools, shopping, 
places of worship, recreational facil- 
ities, utilities, police and fire, and so 
on. 


A true professional emphasizes 


these factors In order to put you into 
the right house in the right commu- 
nity. 


"If the broker makes you happy 


you're likely to do business with him 
again In the future. And that makes 
him happy," said Walters. 


Turning to indecision and procrasti- 


nation. Walters said "I wish I had a 
dollar for every shopper who has rit- 
ually refused to consider seriously the 
first house he has seen and then dis- 
covered, usually too late, that it really 
was a good match for his needs and 
interests," said Walters. 


"Once you've decided that you are 


seriously In the market for a house, 
not just cruising round, you've got to 
be prepared to 'consider the first 
house you see as seriously as any oth- 
ers. It'won't even be shown to you If it 
doesn't measure up to what you've in- 
dicated you're interested In," he said. 


Walters said In the current market 


procrastination Is a luxury few shop- 
pers can afford. "Homes have been 
moving so quickly that you often don't 
get a second chance to look at a house 
or to spend days mulling over the de- 
cision to purchase," be said. . 


Leveling with yourself and your bro- 


ker, goes beyond financial consid- 
erations, Walters said. At any price 
level you'll still have to make deci- 
sions about what you want or like in a 
home or neighborhood and you'll have 
to set some priorities. A fourth bed- 
room or finished family room may be 
much more important than a swim- 
ming pool. Or you" may insist on a 
two-story house. But you should'work 
openly with your broker to list your 
interests and priorities and let him 
come up with candidates for you to 
consider, Walters said. . 


"And while you and the broker are 


standing in one place spinning your 
wheels, the house that might be Ideal 
for you in all respects may be falling 
Into somebody else's hands because 
you failed to put what you really want 
into sharp focus," Walters said.

First Federal of Chicago approved 
n per cert of an application* it re- 
ceived for mortgage loans In the CM- 
cagoUnd area for the ift-aootb period 
January, 1973, through June, 1878. 
During that period more than f 184 
tniiii^ in nttittnlltl loan were dJs- 
bunel la the Chicago area. 


"fi» Ugh number of approved ap- 


plication* came from nearly every 
pert of the Chicago metropoUUn area 
where there are owe 
homes," laid James FHzmaurfce, se- 
nior vice president of First Federal of 
Chicago. "The figure reflects First 
Federal's standing policy to grant 
mortgage Joans to qualified buyers 
when funds an available, regardless 
of location of the property." 


The 93 per cent figure — as well as 


other loan rtatlitki — is from prelim* 
inary data compiled by First Federal. 


The Home Mortgage Disclosure Act 


requires that mortgage loan dis- 
closure statementa.be prepared by ev- 
ery metropolitan area savings and 
loan association, commercial K»«ir) 
mutual savings bank, and credit union 
having over $10 million in assets 
which has federal insurance of ac- 
counts and which makes home mort- 
gagea or home improvement loans. 


The Act — which was signed Into 


law by President Gerald Ford la Sep- 
tember, 1175 — was backed by pres- 
sure groups (n a number of metropoli- 
tan anas, Including Chicago, which 
claimed that the disclosure of loan 
data would show patterns of system- 
atic redlining, the refusal to make 
loans hi certain areas by flminHaJ in- 
stitutions. 


First Federal, as well as other fi- 


nancial Institution*, maintains thai no 
such systematic loan refusal exists, 
but rather that money flows to certain 
markets because of demand. 


"All these disclosure figures show, 


or ever will show, Is that money Is 
loaned in areas where there la a de- 
mand for it," said FKzmaurfce. "It 
cannot prove that redlining exists," 
he added. 


Last year, First Federal received 


4,356 loan applications, 3JU9 of which 


were carried through. Of the 769 loans 
not consummated, 489 were canceled 
by the applicant and 280 were re- 
jected. 
• 
. • 


During the first six months of 1978, 


of the 4,653 applications, 287 were can- 
celed by the'appiicant and 289 were 
rejected. 


Of the seven per cent of appli- 


cations rejected during the 18-month ' 
period, 206 wen for properties in the 
city and 363 wen for properties te the' 
suburbs and other areas. 


Forty per cent of the approved resi- 


dential mortgage loans- were dis- 
bursed in the city during the 18-month 
period, and sixty per cent were in the 
suburbs. 


There are two reasons why more 


loans are made hi the suburbs than hi 
the city, said Fltzmaurice. "First, 
there are fewer loan applications 
from older, stable neighborhoods than 
from neighborhoods that are. still 
growing. Second, as the 1970 popu- 
lation census shows, *34 per cent of our / 
area a owwer*4ccupiod homes are In - 
the dty and 66 per cent are hi the 
suburbs," said Fitzmaurice. "Our 
suburban versus dty Jending pattern 
corresponds with the census report." . 


First Federal •*•*» disbursed more 


than $9 mUlton for 151 lotus in the 18- 
month peiiod for community service 
projects such as churches, schools ' 
and hospitals, as well as far com- 
mercial and industrial projects such 
as shopping centers >ty^ businesses. 


Also in 1975, First Federal approved 


72 home improvement loans totalling 
$3.5 million. In the first six months o( 
1978, 624 loans were approved total- 
ling $2.7 million. 


Mortgage lending In the secondary 


market totaled $99 million in 1975-or 
44 per cent of all mortgage lending by 
First Federal In the first six months 
of 1976, secondary market loans total- 
led more than $68 million — or 42 per 
cent of all mortgage lending by First 
Federal. 


"The concent that financial In- 


stitutions should invest money only

Fitxmauriee. "Movement of ^capital 
must be free and unhindered. There Is 
no such thing as neighborhood mon- 
ey."

"We make good, sound loans hi the 


local market. But when the local mar- 
ket cannot absorb surplus funds, we 
look elsewhere to invest our savers' 
money," said Fitzmaurice. "We look 
for investments hi the secondary mar- 
ket that offer a good rate of return 
and diversify our portfolio for security, 
reasons. In the uproar over redlining,, 
the saver has been the forgotten 
man," said Fitzmaurice, "but we 
dare not forget bun." 


"No one has a bigger stake hi pre- 


serving neighborhoods and commu- 
nities than savings and loan associ- 
ations," Fitzmaurice said, "but we 
must exercise our judgment on the 
soundness of every loan as it is pre- 
sented to us."

This being mushroom season, I had 


to know If this new addition to my 
mushroom repetolre was a harmless, 
tatty sulphur shelf mushroom or a 
luminescent, non-edible Jack-, 
o-Iantera mushroom. The only way I 
could pinpoint the difference was the 
flMhllfht-lD-the-mkidTe - of-tbe night 
bit (Technically, mushroom identi- 
fication is a matter of spore print and 
the relationship of cap, stipe and gills 
or pores.) 


• CERTAINLY, I wasn't going to 
leave my coxy bed to go check it out, 
so guow who was the candidate? No 
wonder the poor man is turned off fo- 
raging for wild food. 


The problem with this mushroom — 


because I couldn't see the underside 
from my vantage point earlier that 
day — was that it didn't look exactly 
like the picture. Now that is a vari- 
able due to'weather, jthe soil In which 
it grows, moisture, etc. Out I was 00 
per cent sure I could eat it. It was the 
other 10 per cent that bothered me. 


So after The Warrior came dripping; 


back into the house after falling in the 
water trying to extricate the mush- 
room from its resting place for me, he. 
said, "You're not going to eat that 
thing, are you?"

mushroom king, I'll let you know," I 
said. 


NEXT MORNING I tramped over to 


one of the funny friends of the forest, 
who is used to making conclusive 
Identifications for anyone .wonting 
them.

I watched him inspect it, sniff it and 


rub It over his lips, as if be were teat- 
ing a wine for a good year.

woodiness, but If I wanted to make 
some sulphur shelf cutlets out of it, 
that would probably be tasty, too. 


A sulphur shelf mushroom is sup- 


posed to taste like breast of chicken 
at its peak, and one mushroom can 
yield six pounds of meat. In ..my 
house, one such mushroom could con- 
ceivably lost all'month, since nobody 
' else will ever try any wild mushrooms 
that I pick. 


WHO CAN BLAME them? Most . 


people have a definite fear of wild 
mushrooms. We are conditioned from 
childhood to belleve'that they are odd, 
and dangerous. 


But once a person geta hooked on 


wild mushrooms, the fascination 
grows. There are a few rules of safe- 
ty, as with anything involving risk. 
You can pick a marigold and call it a 
nasturtium, and it'a no matter that 
you mako a wrong judment, but when 
something is going Into the cooking 
pot,for dinner, that's another story. 
And just because a mushroom to deci- 
dedly edible, doesn't mean it's neces- 
sarily tasty,

Another rule'of mushrooming is 


never to mix or match different kinds 
of mushrooms at one meal.'And never 


- eat mushrooms late-'In1'the day to 


avoid midnight cramps.'

sonous — fatal, that is. Some will pro- 
duce some terrific stomach aches, but

for-dlp kind, but the real thing. . 


As a single woman whose only 


greeting at the end of the day is an 
unmade bed and, an empty refrig- 
erator, I wasnt overly excited when I 
glanced down the seemingly, endless 
list of Instructions. To me,, cooking 
means company. Who wants to spend 
two hours preparing a meal that 
you'll eat over a newspaper anyway? 
But there's always freezing, Kathy as- 
sured us, and one does get tired of 
deviled ham after a while. 


So we listened patiently as she told 


us that the keys to great cooking are 


confidence and aggression. If you've • 
never chopped onions before, dont 
Just stand there as your fellow cooks 
do the job — Jump in and demand 
your own knife, she declares. And 
when you're through stirring and 
sweating,1 don't let that Inexperience 
show through. Serve it with a flourish, 
announce, < "It's great," and sure 
enough, It will be. 


OJt. I THOUGHT, I'll be aggres- 


sive. So what if I haven't the faintest 
idea what straw-colored onions are 
suppose to look like? Fortunately, 
most of my comrades were in the 
same boat, and with some gentle ad- 
vice from Kathy we all came through 
with, flying colors. The soup was de- 
licious, and the mealtime conversa- 
tion even better. ' 


I now know the difference between 


mince and chop. I've learned it's safe 
to put a Pyrex dish on top of the 
range. And best of all, there's the 
comforting knowledge that I'm not 
alone.- . .>-

There is no other way of life for Don Johnson and 


his family. 


The state restricted commercial fishing in Lake 


Michigan about a year ago, limiting fishing to three 
largo commercial operations selected each year by 
lottery. The severe restrictions did not force the clos- 
ing of Johnson's small fish market in DCS Plalnes, 
but It keeps him from operating his boat off Illinois 
shores. 


Johnson said the restriction raised the price of 


fresh and frozen fish for both the businessman and 
the consumer because he has been forced to buy his 
fish from Canada and the American coasts. 


HE, HIS WIFE and their children work hard in 


their shop at 1230 Miner St. and still make a good 
living at what they do, which for the most port is 
scaling, cleaning and preparing all types of fish. 


In his reserved, easy manner, Johnson never will 


say much about the fact that the state's action has 
changed his business because, actually, it has 
changed his entire life. 


Johnson's 34-year-old son, Andy, grew up on a boat 


that surged through the Great Lakes waters in a 
quest for perch. 


The boat was his grandfather's, the "Doryl J," a 


fisherman's vessel that extended 23 feet from the 
bow to the afterdeck and stretched 10 feet at the 
beam. 


TODAY THE BOAT remains docked at Washing. 


Ion Island. Just north of Door County, Wls., where 
Grandfather Johnson has retired and from where the 
thnt generations of Norwegian seamen came. 


It is used only for pleasure now, because Johnson 


and his son no longer risa with the sun at 4 a.m. to 
head out on Lake Michigan for • day's catch which 
must ba cleaned and then sold. 


• 
"It was not fun, but a lot of hard work, getting up 


that early and working with a temperamental Lake 
Michigan," Johnson said. 


"It was back-breaking work, repairing the nets, 


pulling in the tugs of fish, scaling and filleting them, 
then selling them in our store the same day," he 
said. 


"BUT THERE WAS a pride that the fisherman 


could take In selling and serving his own catch. 
That's gone now," Johnson said. ' 


Tht cold and miserable days of blowing wind and 


water were trying on a nun's nerve*, but the work 


was "rewarding," Johnson and his son agree. • 


There was some clement of the unknown in the 


business back then. During the spring-to-fail fishing 
season, you never knew just what you'd catch each 
day. It could be anywhere from five to several hun- 
dred pounds of perch. 


Now, Andy travels to the Fulton Avenue fish mar- 


kets In Chicago four time* each week to buy 60- 
pound cratts of fresh lake perch, wall-eyed pike, trout 
and smelt; frozen ocean fish like turbot or shrimp 
from the gulf of Mexico. 


TIIEHE'S STILL the scaling and cleaning, which 


is part of the day-long preparation requiring Che con- 
stant effort of four persons. What seems incidental, 
liko the pouring of seafood sauce Into individual con- 
tainers, the folding of napkins, the making of potato 
salad and cole slaw, and the frying of fish in a fami- 
ly-rcclpcd batter is not. • 


Sister Cheryl and Andy's wife, Donna, also help In 


the shop, one of three fish markets thnt the Des 
Plalnes family has owned in the city during the past 
16 years. 


The Johnsons keep it a family business "because 


you can always depend on your family" and because 
"it takes years of work to master the art of cleaning 
shrimp and filleting fish," Cheryl said. 


Don's Dock, as the family shop Is called, sells 500 


' pounds of fish weekly to long-tun customers, lunch- 


time executives, dieters who have discovered the 
low-cholesterol features of seafood and even to 
mischievous chitrcn who come In asking for shark's 
meat, Johnson said. 


FIIIDAY'S traditionally "fish day," and things are 


busiest during holidays and the lenten season. The 
family still does a healthy business every day the 
store is open, Johnson said. The shop is closed Mon- 
days.

Grandfather Johnson still passes his time in Wash- 


ington Island hook and lining off the docks, but the 
rest of the family doesn't find recreational fishing as 
exciting a match as commercial fishing.

Grandfather Johnson, who came to Chicago as • 


young man of IB with the ambitious dreams of a 
commercial fisherman, was somewhat distressed by 
the state's ban against such fishing more than • year 
ago. Johnson said. 


"But, I still love my work. That ban never really 


threatened our existence," be said. "It Just made us 
change our ways a little."

DUBLIN, N.H. (UPI) — Old "Abe 


Weatherwise" isn't getting any young- 
er. But each year for IBS years he has 
amazed fans of the Old Farmer's Al- 
manac with always being ahead of his 
time. 


Old Abe is the fabled long-range 


prognosticate and Yankee wit for the 
familiar yellow covered Old Farmer's 
Almanac —' the oldest continuous pub- 
lication in America — published since 
1792. 


Abe, in the 185th edition of the alma- 


nac, predicts 1977 will see an ex- 
tremely cold winter in the Northeast 
and continued drought conditions in 
the Western and Central Great Plains 
states.

School, 285 Wellington Ave., were able 
to walk to the Lively site, Mrs. Cole- 
man has had to transport much of the 
training equipment to other schools in 


order to .reach the children. That 
procedure has had drawbacks, how- 
ever. . 


The other schools do not have a

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Firms aiding Arab 
boycott to be told 


• The Commerce DepL will disclose Thursday the names of Amer- 
ican "businesses which have aided in- the Arab boycott.of Israel, 
President Ford said Wednesday night. Accusing Congress of fall- 
Ing to pass a bill aimed at cutting off effects of the boycott in the 
United States, Ford made the announcement during his nationally 
televised debate with Jimmy Carter 
. 


"Because Congress has failed to act, I am going to get the Dept. 


of Commerce to announce the. names'* of the companies, said 
Ford. He denied a charge by Carter that Republicans circum- 
vented passage of the measure. Carter called the boycott by oil* 
rich Arab nations of any firms owned by Jews or doing business, 
with Jews - including those in the United States - "an absolute 
disgrace" and promised to fight It If he Is elected. 


"It Is the first time in the history, of this country" that foreign' 


countries "have been able to change or circumvent our Bill of 
Rights," said Carter. "With me, it's a matter of morality ... later 
it might be Catholics or Baptists." Ford said administration repre- 
sentatives had pressed in Congress for passage of the antiboycott 
measure and denied Carter's charge that they had not. 


Candidates agree on Panama Canal 
o 


President Ford and Carter seemed to agree fairly closely on the 


Panama Canal Issue during Wednesday's debate. Carter said he 
"would never give up complete control or practical control" over 
the canal but that negotiations with Panama over Its status should 
continue. , 
,

Carter said he would be willing to see Panama more fully share 


responsibility for the canal, would be willing to raise fees for ships 
passing through It and might be willing to reduce the U.S. military 
presence there. Ford said the United States "must and will main- 
tain complete access" to the canal and maintain'defenses there. 
He also said negotiations should continue. 


Status of Eastern Europe debated 


President Ford and Jimmy Carter disagreed Wednesday on 


whether the nations of Eastern Europe are dominated by the So- 
viet Union. President Ford said, "I don't bellevo that the Yugosla- 
vians consider themselves dominated by the Soviet Union. I don't 
believe that the .Poles consider themselves dominated by the So- 
viet Union. "Each of those countries Is Independent or au- 
tonymous. It has1 Its own territorial Integrity, and the United 
States does not concede that those countries are under the domina- 
tion of the Soviet Union." 


Carter responded, "I would like to see Mr. Ford convince the 


Polish Americans and the Czech Americans and the Hungarian 
Americans In this country that those countries don't live under the 
domination and the supervision of the Soviet Union behind the Iron 
Curtain." 


World peace stressed in remarks • 


In final debate summaries Ford and Carter stressed the need for 


world peace. Ford said, "America is strong, America is free, 
America Is respected; not a single young American today is fight- 
ing or dying in a battlefield. America is-at peace with freedom." 
Ford said methods In foreign policy can be debated, but experi- 
ence and results cannot. He stressed that as president be had 
secured peace, freedom and rspect for the nation. 


Carter said the election will determine whether the shape of the 


world would be a nightmare or peace. We will determine, he said, 
whether the government will give America leadership, whether It 
will uphold American principles and whether America will have 
the proper priorities and commitments. "Will it be a nightmare 
world, threatned with the proliferation of nuclear bombs?" he 
asked. "Will we have a world of hunger and hatred?" And will 
America "hide behind a tight defense" and will the government be 
one of secrecy? 


"Or will we have a world of peace with the threat of atomic 


weapons eliminated? Can wo become the breadbasket of the world 
Instead of the arms merchant? I believe we can and should," 
Carter said, adding he wanted to give America an image and a 
standard "to make us proud again." America, he said, "ought to 
be a beacon for nations which search for peace."

Lake Michigan fishing 
ban didn 't stop Johnsons

There Is no other way of life for Don Johnson and 


his family. 


The state restricted commercial fishing in Lake 


Michigan about a year ago, limiting fishing to three 
large commercial operations selected each year by 
lottery. The severe restrictions did not force the clos- 
ing of Johnson's small fish market In Des PUlnes, 
but It keeps him from operating his boat off Illinois 
shores. 


Johnson said the restriction raised the price of 


fresh and frozen fish for both the businessman and 
the consumer because he has been forced to buy his 
fish from Canada and the American coasts. 


HE. IH5 WIFE and their children work hard in 


their shop at 1220 Miner St. and still make a good 
living at what they do, which for the most part Is 
scaling, cleaning and preparing all types of fish. 


In his reserved, easy manner, Johnson never will 


•ay much about the fact that the state's action has 
changed his business because, actually, it has 
changed his entire life. 


Johnson's 24-year-old son. Andy, grew up on a boat 


that surged through the Great Lakes waters in a 
quest for perch. 


The boat was his grandfather's, the "Doryl J," a 


fisherman's vessel that extended 23 feet from the 
bow to the afterdeck and stretched 10 feet at the 
beam. 


TODAY THE BOAT remains docked at Washing- 


ton Island, just north of Door County, Wls., where 
Grandfather Johnson has retired and from where the 
thret generations of Norwegian seamen came. 


It Is used only for pleasure now, because Johnson 


and his son no longer HM with the sun at 4 a.m. to 
head out on Lake Michigan for a day's catch which 
must to cleaned and then sold. 


"It was not fun, but a lot of hard work, getting up 


that early and working with • temperamental Lakt 
Michigan," Johnson sold. 


"It was back-breaking work, repairing the nets, 


pulling in the tugs of fish, scaling and filleting them, 
then selling them In our store the same day," ht 
said. 


-BUT THERE WAS a pride that the fisherman 


could tax* In selling and serving his own catch. 
That's font now," Johnson sold. 


To* cold and miserable days of blowing wind and 


water wtrt trying on a man's nerves, but too work 


was "rewarding," Johnson and his son agree. 


There was some clement of the unknown in the 


business back then. During the spring-to-faU fishing 
season, you never knew just what you'd catch each 
day. It could be anywhere from five to several hun- 
dred pounds of perch. 


Now, Andy travels to the Fulton Avenue fish mar- 


kets in Chicago four times each week to buy 60- * 
pound cratts of fresh lake perch, wall-eyed pike, trout 
and smelt; frozen ocean fish like turbot or'shrimp 
from the gulf of Mexico.

THERE'S STILL the scaling and cleaning, which 


Is part of the day-long preparation requiring the con- 
stant effort of four persons. What seems incidental, 
like the pouring of seafood sauce into individual con- 
tainers, the folding of napkins, the making of potato 
salad and cole slaw, and the frying of fish in a fami- 
ly-recipcd batter is not. 


Sister Cheryl and Andy's wife, Donna, also help In 


the shop, one of three fish markets that the Des 
Plalncs family has owned In the dty during the past 
16 years. 


Tho Johnsons keep it a family business "because 


you can always depend on your family" and because 
"It takes years of work to master the art of cleaning 
shrimp and filleting fish," Cheryl said. 


Don's Dock, as the family shop Is called, sells 500 


pounds of fish weekly to long-Urn customers, lunch- 
time executives, dieters who nave discovered the 
low-cholesterol features of seafood and even to 
mischievous chllrcn who come in asking for shark's 
meat, Johnson said. '

FRIDAY'S traditionally "fish day," and things are 


busiest during holidays and the Icntcn season. The 
family still does a healthy business every day the 
store is open, Johnson sold.

commercial fisherman, was somewhat distressed by 
the state's ban against such fishing more than a year 
ago, Johnson said..

Farmers lean 
to Carter— 
but not by much

CHICAGO (UPI) — The farm vote 


tends to be conservative when times 
are good. But this presidential year 
things are rough in the farm belt. 


That is enough to make matters 


very close in the tussle between Pres- 
ident Ford and Jimmy Carter for the 
farm vote. 


If either candidate has an edge, 


Carter holds it at the moment, a UPI 
check of farm belt states indicates. 
But there are plenty of signs the farm 
vote could be a swing one, ready to go 
either way right up until Nov. 7. 


AND SOME FARMERS may not 


care much which way it goes. 


Bruce Juelfs, a grain elevator oper- 


ator of Potter, Neb., and a Republi- 
can, said, "UJs a question of the less- 
er of two evils." 


Stanley Brandt of Martell, Neb., a 


farmer-feeder, said, "This year I 
think I could do a very good job of 
voting with my eyes shut." Brandt, 
too, is a Republican. 


In a sense, all of the United States 


Is one big farm belt. But the term is 
generally applied to the prairie 
stretching roughly from Ohio to Okla- 
homa, 
i 


IN THAT STRETCH, many farmers 


have been doing a slow burn over the 
lost year. 
> 


What riled them most was the'em- 


bargo Ford imposed on Soviet grain 
shipments.' Even many Republicans 
fed the act was at the dictate of Sec. 
of State Henry Kissinger, with added 
pressure applied by AFL-CIO Pres. 
George Meany. 


To a lot of fanners, the result was 


lo keep them from selling their crops 
to the highest bidders. 


The government's countenance of 


beef imports is another sore point. 


PRICES FOR farm products gener- 


ally are down, but the prices farmers 
must pay are as high or higher as for 
city folks. 


Add to that a summer-long Midwest 


drought which has been unfavorably 
compared, to the dust bowl yean of 
the 1930s — and government relief 
programs which have failed to satisfy 
many. 


All of these factors figure to hurt 


Ford' and offer Carter -a chance to 
cash in if he can convince farmers be 
really Is one of them and ready to 
work for their cause. 


Going for him, certainly. Is his wen- 


nurtured Image as a simple Georgia 
peanut farmer. 
. 


RICK'SCOTT, chairman', of the 


Democratic • Farmer - Labor Party 
in Minnesota, said, "Carter is sending 
body and cultural signals picked up 
by farmers. Every time he goes home 
for a day off, he's shown In blue jeans 
checking the crops and wins more 
farm votes." , 


But Carter hurt himself among farm- 


ers early in the campaign when ho 
said in Des Molnes there would be no 
more grain embargoes and then 
allowed, In a private interview, that 
there could be tiroes when any sen- 
sible president would impose one. 


Nor is Ford without solid farm belt 
asset*. 
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For one thing, he is a solid midwes- 


tcmcr who comes across a straight 
shooter. 


BEFORE HE had to resign [or talk- 


ing about matters quite alien to farm- 
ing, Earl Butz was already a doubtful 
asset to the Ford campaign. Republi- 
cans and Democrats is the farm coun- 
try differed as to whether Butz, as ag- 
riculture secretary, was working for 
the farmers or for agribusiness — or 
whether Ford ,was letting Kissinger 
and others drown out the secretary's 
counsel. 
' •, 


But Republican state chairmen in 


the farm states were generally 
pleased with Ford's selection of Rob- 
ert Dole, senator from the quintessen- 
tial farm state of Kansas, as a run- 
ning mate. 


Sen. Henry Bellmon, R-Olcln., said 


"Ford's choice of Dole was a coup." 
Rick Shelby, executive director of 
Ford's Oklahoma campaign, hoped It 
"has served to nullify the effect of 
grain embargoes to a certain extent." 


It should be acknowledged the farm 


vote is not what It used to be. 
.AMERICA USED to be a primarily 
agricultural nation. Now, only 86,000 
of the 2.2 million persons living in 
Kansas are classified as farmers. 
Iowa's farm population has fallen 13 
per cent since 1960. Only S per cent of 
the people eligible to-vote in Indiana 
and Michigan are farmers. 


But, there are two factors which 


could make the farm vote a determin- 
ing factor in what shapes up as an 
increasingly close race: 


• Farmers vote, particularly when 


they are mad. Voter turnout In Mich- 
igan averages 40 per cent in a presi- 
dential year, but among farmers it 
runs 50 to SS per cent The figure in 
Indiana Is 60.8 per cent. A Missouri 
farm vote estimate for this year is 80 
percent. 


• Many townspeople in the farm 


belt vote with the farmers. It is be- 
cause their Uvelii-ods, too, depend on 
agriculture. 


State Sen. Leon Field, a Democrat 


from the Oklahoma Panhandle, said 
"The number of farmers is way down, 
but in any town under 20,000 popu- 
lation, whether you are a doctor, law- 
yer, merchant or what, you depend on 
agriculture. If agriculture prospers, 
you do. If not, you have a hard time 
collecting your bills." 


EVEN SOME Republicans concede 


Ford Is in trouble in areas where he 
should feel safe. 


Oklahoma's Beltaon said, "I'm not 


optimistic, to be real candid. Wheat 
prices are a dollar a bushel below 
cost, cattle probably ISO a head below 
cost If you believe as I do that people " 
often vote on the basis of economic 
welfare, then President Ford ha: his 
work cut out for him."

As township populations 
grew, the 2 per cent generated more 
than enough revenue to pay the col- 
lector's salary, and ft surplus in the 
tax collectors' fees went to the, town- 
ships/The extra money went'back to 
the townships and usually was used 
for schools or township services. 


The complaint said Chicago resi- 


dents were not able to benefit from the 
extra township tax collector fees, and 
thus were discriminated against The 
judge agreed, and taxes have been 
collected by Cook County since 1970. 


Wheeling Township auditors said 


they were diappomted with the results 
suits of the appeals,' and said they 
feared the functions of other township 
offices will be taken over by the 
county.

Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Frank stood 


beside a largo hole In the floor of 
their Buffalo Crovo apartment. In the 
bajcment below lay the parched re- 
mains of their antique dining room 
table. 


"It's devastating. You just don't 


know where to begin," Mrs. Frank 
said. 


The Frank's apartment at 1125 Mill- 


er Ln. In the Mill Creek apartment 
complex was damaged Tuesday by a 
late-afternoon flro. The young couple 
Wednesday was one of several fami- 
lies moving what was left of their 
property. 


"I JUST CAN't believe how fast It 


happened," Mrs. Frank said. "By 
the time I smelted tho smoke, the 
apartment Just filled with smoke In 
seconds." 


Frank said ho and his wife were In 


their apartment watching television 
when they first noticed smoke. 


He said they left the room, and 


when they returned seconds later, 
smoke was rushing from the floor. 
Mrs. Frank ran Into the halls, bare- 
foot and In her bathrobe, to notify oth- 
er residents to evacuate the building. 
Frank tried to locate the cause of tho 
smoke. 


In minutes, he said, the smoke 


forced him out of the apartment, leav- 
ing behind all their valuables. 


"The smoko was Just pouring out of 


here. You couldn't even see in," be 
said. 


IN A CLEANUP effort Wednesday, 


the Franks managed to save only 
kitchen utensils and knlckknacks. 


What wasn't burned or melted suf- 
fered extensive damage from smoko 
and water. 


"Tho smoke is what really hurt us 


the most," Frank said. Ho said most 
of his clothes were ruined by smoke. 


The couple said they won't even 


bother to move their furniture from 
the apartment because of the smoke 
damage. A color television set, a ster- 
eo system and record albums and all 
their living room furniture also was 
destroyed. Their remaining posses- 
sions fit into the back seat and trunk 
of their car. 


Tho Franks will take their posses- 


sions to a friend's house in Lake Zu- 
rich, who, they say, was one of about 
five persons who offered them a place 
to stay.

Sarcasm, charges punctuate debate 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Presi- 


dent Ford laid he has led America to 
new peaks of power In a peaceful 
world and Jimmy Carter accused 
Ford of secrecy. weakness and failure 
of leadership Wednesday in a cam- 
paign debate laced with sarcasm and 
apparent rancor on both sides. 


Disagreeing right down the line, the 


two candidates reviewed all of the 
major foreign and defense Issues con- 
fronting America In a 90-minute, sec- 
ond presidential campaign debate that 


turned into an argument over moral' 
superiority. 


Ford at one point said the Soviet 


Union does not dominate EaMern Eu- 
rope. Carter laughed at that response. 
The President glared at him, jaw ten- 
sed, as he made his rebuttals on vari- 
ous points. 


Carter, seeming much more poised 


than In the first debate, constantly 
bailed Ford by .name, and hitting the 
morality issue, said America must 
"revert back to the stature and re- 


spect we've had (in the world) under 
previous administrations. 


"I don't know when this will come, 


but I can tell you II won't come if 
Gerald Ford is elected President" 


Ford, looking grim and never crack- 


Ing a smile throughout a debate, In 
which he accused Carter of flirting 
with European Communist forces, 
seemed ready for the moral argument 
and pounced on It late In the debate. 


His voice booming, seeming irri- 


tated with what Ford called Carter's 


"bragging" about current unemploy- 
ment positions, he said: 


"Gov. Carter talks about morality 


. in foreign policy. The foreign policy of 
the United States meets the highest 
standards of morality. 


"The United States Is at peace. 
' What's more moral than peace?" 
. 
Poking the air for emphasis with 


his left hand, he ticked off n series-of 
moral accomplishments and con- 
cluded, "What is more moral than

President" Gerald R. Ford endured 


an unrelenting attack of his adminis- 
tration's foreign policy from Demo- 
crat Jimmy Carter in Wednesday's 
debate, but The Herald exclusive post 
debate poll showed the President gain- 
ed support among Northwest subur- 
ban residents. 


In a scientifically selected random 


sample of 239 Northwest suburban 
residents, 40.8 per cent said Ford won 
the debate, while 28.3 per cent said 
Carter won. 


And although a greater percentage 


of viewers said Carter won this de- 
bate compared to the * first con- 
frontation two weeks ago, it appears

that voter support In the Northwest 
suburbs is solidifying behind Ford. 


ASKED IF THE election were held 


tonight, 52,6 per cent of those respond- 
ing said they would vote for Ford and 
23 per cent said they would vote for 
Carter. 


After the last debate, 44.4 p-r cent 


favored Ford, 23.5 per cent favored 
Carter and 28.6 per cent were unde- 
cided. 


The poll also snowed that 63.6 per 


cent of those questioned said they 
watched the debate, a 7 per cent 
smaller audience than for the first 
Ford-Carter encounter. 


In the group which indicated they, 


viewed the second debate, the number 
of undecided voters dropped from 
more than 40 per cent after the first 
debate to 30.9 per cent. 


AMONG THOSE who did not wntch 


the 90-minute debate, 55.3 per cent 
said they would favor Ford, 20.7 per 
cent supported Carter and ?3.3 per 
cent were undecided. 


Over-all, the poll reflected the gen- 


eral Republican voting pattern of the 
area, but Ford's support still remains 
well below that of the GOP presiden- 
tial candidate in 1972 and 1968. In both 
of those elections, former President 
Richard Nixon gained more than 60 
per cent of the vote in this area. 


Carter alto was running behind vote 


totals posted "by Democratic presiden- 
tial candidates in the past two elec- 
tions. In those races the Democratic 
candidates received at least 30 per 
cent of the vote. 


In a national poll conducted after 


the debate by the Roper Organization, 


239 persons polled 
in telephone survey

Wednesday was one of several fami- 
lies moving what was left of their 
property. 


"I JUST CAN't believe now fast it 


happened," Mrs. Frank said. "By 
the time I imellcd the smoke, the 
apartment just filled with smoke in 
seconds." 


Frank said be and his wife were in 


their apartment watching television 
when they first noticed smoke. 


He said they left the room, and 


when they returned seconds later, 
smoke was- rushing from the floor. 


Mrs. Frank ran into the halls, bare- 
foot and In her bathrobe, to notify oth- 
er residents to evacuate the building. 
Frank tried to locate the cause of the 
smoke. 


In minutes, be said, the smoke 


forced him out of the apartment, leav- 
ing behind all their valuables. 


"The smoke was Just pouring out of 


here. You couldn't even see in." he 
said.

IN'A CLEANUP effort Wednesday, 


the Franks managed to save only 
kitchen utensils and knickknacks. 


What wasn't burned or melted suf- 
fered extensive damage from smoke 
and water. 


"The smoke is what really hurt us 


the rocst." Frank said. He said most 
of his clothes were ruined by smoke. 


The couple said they wont even 


bother to move their furniture from 
Uie apartment because of the smoke 
damage. A color television set, a ster- 
eo system and record albums and all 
their living room furniture also was 
destroyed. Their remaining- posses- 
sions fit Into the back seat and trunk 


of their car. 


The Franks will lake their posses- 


sions to a friend's house in Lake Zu- 
rich, who, they say, was one of about 
five persons who offered them a place 
to stay.

Other victims were given new apart-

There Is no other way of life for Don Johnson and 


his family. 


The stale restricted commercial fishing In Lake 


Michigan about a year ago, limiting fishing to three 
largo commercial operations selected each year by 
lottery. The severe restrictions did not force the clos- 
ing of Johnson's small fish market in DCS Plalnes, 
but It keeps him from operating his boat off Illinois 
shores. 


Johnson said the restriction raised the price of 


fresh and frozen fish for both the businessman and 
the consumer because bo has been forced to buy his 
fish from Canada and the American coasts. 


HE. HIS WIPE and their children work hard in 


their shop at 1220 Miner St. and still make a good 
living at what they do, which for the most part is 
scaling, cleaning and preparing all types of fish. 


In his reserved, easy manner, Johnson never will 


say much about the fact that the state's action has 
changed his business because, actually, It has 
changed his entire life. 


Johnson's 24-year-old son, Andy, grew up on a boat 


that surged through the Great Lakes waters In a 
quest for perch. 


The boot was his grandfather's, the "Daryl J," a 


fisherman's vessel that extended 25 feet from the 
bow to the afterdcck and stretched 10 feet at the 
beam. 


TODAY THE BOAT remains docked at Washing- 


ton Island, Just north of Door County, WIs., where 
Grandfather Johnson has, retired and from where the 
three generations of Norwegian seamen come. 


It is used only for pleasure now, because Johnson 


and his son no longer rise with the sun at 4 a.m. to 
bead out on Lake Michigan for a day's catch which 
must b» cleaned and then sold. / 


"It was not fun. but a lot of hard work, getting up 


that early and working with a temperamental Lake 
Michigan." Johnson said. 


"It was back-breaking work, repairing the nets, 


pulling hi the tugs of fish, scaling and filleting them,, 
then selling them In our store the urn* day," he 
said. 


"BUT THERE WAS a prida that the fisherman 


could take in selling and serving his own catch. 
Thai's gone now," Johnson said. 


Tha cold and miserable days of blowing wind and 


water were trying on a man's nerve*, but the work 


was "rewarding,'1 Johnson and his son agree. 


There was some clement of the unknown in the 


business back then. During the spring-to-fall fishing 
season, you never knew Just what you'd catch each 
day. It could bo anywhere from five to several hun- 
dred pounds of perch. 


Now, Andy travels to the Fulton Avenue fish mar- 


kets in Chicago four times each week to buy 60-' 
pound cratts of fresh lake perch, wall-eyed pike, trout 
and smelt; frozen ocean fish like turbot or shrimp 
from the gulf of Mexico.

THERE'S STILL the scaling and cleaning, which 


is part of the day-long preparation requiring the con- • 
slant effort of four persons. What seems incidental, 
like the pouring of seafood sauce into Individual con- 
tainers, the folding of napkins, the making of potato 
salad and cole slaw, and the frying of fish in a faral- 
ly-reciped batter Is not. 


Sister Cheryl and Andy's wife. Donna, also help in 


the shop, one of three fish markets that the Des 
Plalnes family has owned In the city during the past 
IB years. 
> 


The Johnsons keep It a family business "because 


you can alwnys depend on your family" and because 
"It takes years of work to master the art of cleaning 
shrimp and filleting fish," Cheryl said. 


Don's Dock, as the family shop Is called, sells soo 


pounds of fish weekly to long-Urn customers, lunch- 
time executives, dieters who have discovered thtf 
low-cholesterol features ot seafood and even to 
mischievous chilrcn who come in asking for shark's 
meat, Johnson said. 


FRIDAY'S traditionally "fish day," and things are 


busiest during holidays and the Icnten season. The 
family still does a healthy business every day the 
store is open, Johnson said. The shop is closed Mon- 
days. 


Grandfather Johnson still passes Tils time In Wash- 


ington Island hook and,lining off the docks, but the 
rest of the family doesnt find recreational fishing as 
exciting a match as commercial fishing. 


Grandfather Johnfpn, who cant to Chicago as a 


young man of 18 with the ambitious dreams ot a 
commercial fisherman, was somewhat distressed by 
the state's ban against mch fishing more than a year 
ago, Johnson said. 


"But, I still love lay work. Thai ban never really

Farmers lean 
to Carter— 
but not by much

CHICAGO (UPI) - The farm vote 


tends to be conservative when times 
are good. But this presidential year 
things are rough in the farm belt. 


That is enough to make matters 


very close in the tussle between Pres- 
ident Ford and Jimmy Carter for the 
farm vote. 


If cither candidate has an edge, 


Carter holds it at the moment, a UPI 
check of farm belt states indicates. 
But there are plenty of signs the farm 
vote could be a swing one, ready to go 
either way right up until Nov. 2. 


AND SOME FARMERS may not 


care much which way it goes. 


Bruce Juelfs, a grain clevato^oper- 


ator of Potter, Neb., and a Republi- 
can, said, "It's a question of the less- 
er of two evils." 


Stanley Brandt of Martcll, Neb., a 


farmer-feeder, said, "This year I 
think I could do a very good job ot 
voting with my eyes shut." Brandt, 
too, is a Republican. 


In a sense, all of the United States 


is one big farm belt. But the term Is 
generally 
applied to the prairie 


stretching roughly from Ohio to Okla- 
homa. 


IN THAT STRETCH, many farmers 


have been doing a slow burn over the 
last year. 


What tiled them most was the em- 


bargo Ford imposed on Soviet grain 
shipments. Even many Republicans 
feel the act .was at the dictate of Sec. 
of State Henry Kissinger, with added 
pressure applied by AFL-CIO Pros. 
GeorgeJIffeany. 


To a lot'of farmers, the result was 


to keep (hem from selling their crops 
to the highest bidders. 


The government's countenance of 


beef imports Is another sore point. 


PRICES FOR farm products gener- 


ally arc down, but the prices farmers 
must pay are as high or higher as for 
dty folks. 


Add to that a summer-long Midwest 


drought which has been unfavorably 
compared to the dust bowl years of 
the 1930s — and government relief 
programs which have failed to satisfy 
many. 


All of these factors figure to hurt 


Ford and offer Carter a chance to 
cash in if he can convince farmers he 
really is one of them and ready to 
work for their cause. 


Going for him. certainly, is his wen- 


nurtured image as a simple Georgia 
peanut farmer. 


RICK. SCOTT, chairman of the 


Democratic • Farmer - Labor Party 
hi Minnesota, said, "Carter Is sending 
body and cultural signals picked up 
by farmers. Every time he goes home 
for a day off, he's shown in blue Jeans 
checking the crops and wins more 
farm votes." 


But Carter hurt himself among farm- 


ers early in the campaign when ho 
said in Des Moines there would be no 
more grain embargoes and then 
allowed, in a private Interview, that 
there could be times when any sen- 
sible president would Impose one. 


Nor is Ford without solid farm belt 


asset*. 


Tho 
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For one thing, he is a solid mldwes- 


tcmcr who comes across a straight 
shooter. 


BEFORE HE had to resign for talk- 


ing about matters quite alien to farm- 
big, Earl Butz was already a doubtful 
asset to the Ford campaign. Republi- 
cans and Democrats is the farm coun- 
try differed as to whether Butz, as ag- 
riculture'secretary, was working for 
the farmers or for agribusiness — or 
whether Ford was letting Kissinger 
and others drown out the secretary's 
counsel. 


But Republican state chairmen in 


the farm ' states, were 
generally 


pleased with Ford's selection of Rob- 
ert Dole, senator from the quintessen- 
tial farm state of Kansas, as a run- 
ning mate. , 


Sen. Henry Bellmon, R-Okla., said

It should be acknowledged the farm 


vote Is not what it used to be. 


AMERICA USED to be a primarily 


agricultural nation. Now, only 86,000 
of the 2.2 million persons living in 
Kansas are • classified as farmers. 
Iowa's farm population has fallen 13 
per cent since 1960. Only 5 per cent of 
the people eligible to vote In Indiana 
and Michigan are farmers. 
t 


But there are two factors which 


could make the farm vote a determin- 
ing factor In what shapes up as an 
increasingly close race: 


• Farmers vote, particularly when 


they are mad. Voter turnout in Mich- 
igan averages 40 per cent in a presi- • 
dentlal year, but among farmers it 
runs SO to 55 per cent The figure in 
Indiana is 60.8 per cent. A Missouri 
farm vote estimate for this year is 80 
percent. 


• Many townspeople in the farm 


belt vote with the farmers. It is be- 
cause their livelihoods, too, depend on 
agriculture. 


State Sen. Leon Field, a Democrat 


from the Oklahoma Panhandle, said - 
"The number of fanners Is way down, 
but in any town under 20,000 popu- 
lation, whether you are a doctor, law- 
yer, merchant or what, you depend on 
agriculture. If agriculture prospers, 
you do. If not, you have a hard time 
collecting your bills."

Ford Is in trouble in areas where be 
should feel safe.

Prospect Heights also will con- 
tract with other agencies or private 
firms for seal coating, resurfacing 
and other road work the township is

sale of 1976-77 vehicle stickers and

The contract requires the township 


and the city to give a minimum 60- 
day cancclatlon notice. Olsen said his 
staff of six full-time men can.handle 
the city's road maintenance because 
the township provided the community 
with similar services before-It in- 
corporated in January.

Mount Prospect's Board of Zoning 


Appeals has unanimously recommend- 
ed the village grant the variation. Al- 
though co-op members do not antld- 
pate.proWems in being allowed space 
in Parkview, 80S Burning Bush Ln., 
they said they will have to begin look- 
ing elsewhere next month If their 
request is not approved before they 
leave MaryvlUe. Co-op coordinator 
Joanne Preuler said the coop must 
relocate because Moryville is plan- 
ning a massive renovation and the 
space no longer will be available. 


FOOD COOPERATIVES, including 


Good People's, emerged about two 
years ago during the height of a na- 
tionwide meat shortage. To beat the 
spiraling prices of beef, several fami- 
lies got together and once a week or- 
dered meat by the bulk from the sup- 
plier. 


By eliminating-the middle man, 


namely the local grocery store, mem- 
ber families were able to purchase 
meat and dairy products, fruits and 
vegetables at discount prices — some- 
times as much as 30 per cent less 
than largo chain stores. 


Two years later, the food .coopera- 


tive concept still Is alive even though 
meat prices in the chain stores have 
declined somewhat. Coop members 
still are purchasing their goods at 
r e a s o n a b l e discount prices, Mrs. 
Pre.«sler said. There are 64 food coop- 
eratives In Illinois. 


"We're out to save money," Mrs. 


Pressler said. "And It's really a neat 
system the way It all lines up. I think 
it's fascinating. We're really pleased 
with our co-op because the quality (of 
food) Is so much better. The food is - 
fresher. It doesn't sit around in the 
stores. We're getting better cuts of 
meat" 


GOOD PEOPLE'S 98 member fami- 


lies have a .weekly choice nittohg 91 
meat products, 31 cheeses and 50 dif- 
ferent frulto and vegetables. Coop 
members hope to expand their in- 
ventory once they move to Include pa- 
per goods, cleaning supplies and pot 
food. 


Other products available through 


the coop include powdered drinks, 
bread, dinner rolls, croutons and 
crackers. 


Current food prices offered through 


Good People's include ground beef at 
•3 cents a* pound, bananas.at 19 cents 
a pound, checkcn at S3 cents a pound 
arid yogurt at 30 cents for an eight- 
ounce serving. 


Although there is a waiting list to 


join the co-oo, Mrs. Preuler said.

' A new personnel policy (hat frill 
permit higher salary Increases for li- 
brary workers has been' adopted by 
the Elk Grove Village Public Library 
Board. 


Librarian Janet Sleiner said that 


the change would cost the library up 
to $2,000 a year. 


Under previous library policy/the 


library's 14 fulUlme and eight part- 
time employes nave been receiving 
annual salary Increases of between 4 


per cent and • per'cent Under the 
new policy, increases can range from 
zero to 10 per cent or more. , 


Employes wffl be Judged on' per- 


formance and given salary increases 
based on that standard. .Those satis- 
fying 'minimum standards would re- 
ceive 4 per cent to 6 per cent increas- 
es, while those occasionally ex- 
ceeding the standards would receive 7 
per cent to 9 per cent increases. Em- 
ployes continually exceeding stan- 
dards would receive Increases of 10 


per cent or more. .Those below stan- 
dard would not receive salary Increas- 
es and be either demoted or fired. 


MS. STEINER SAID that based on 


.the current employe salaries, a 6. per 
cent, Increase for everyone would gost 
the library about 13,000, while a 10 per 
cent increase for everyone would cost 
about|5,000.

Employes will be evaluated for sala- 


ry Increases on the anniversary date 
of their Joining the library's staff. 


The remainder of the personnel pol- 


icy defines the rating factors for de- 
termining performance levels and 
puts into writing practices on employe 
recruitment and qualifications for em- 
ployment that are used already. 


"A lot of it is natural expectations 


but weihever had them in writing be- 
fore," Mrs. Stdner said. 


The new policy goes into effect im- 


mediately, although one section on 
procedural matters is to be reviewed 
by the board's attorney. It does not 
affect the salary scale.

County to stay 
tax collector, 
top court rules 


After nearly seven years of appeals 


It appears Cook County —, not the 
township tax collector — will continue 
to collect taxes in the Northwest sub- 
urban townships, said Richard Coven, 
attorney for Wheeling and Palatine 
townships. 


Cowen, who has represented the 


townships of suburban Cook County In 
the latest series of appeals, said the 
Illinois Supreme Court on Sept. 29 de- 
clined to bear the appeal. Townships 
have fought the December I960 ruling 
by Circuit Court Judge Donald J. 
O'Brien that the county should collect 
taxes within the townships. 


The decision leaves the townships 


with an elected tax collector, as re- 
quired by Illinois statute, but nothing 
for him to do. By law, townships with 
100,000 residents also will be expected 
to nil the tax collector post In the 1977 
election.

The complaint said Chicago resi- 


dents were not able to benefit from the 
extra township tax collector fees, and 
thus were discriminated against. The 
judge agreed, and taxes have been 
collected by Cook County since 1970. 


Wheeling Township auditors said

Firms aiding Arab 


boycott to be told 


The Commerce Dept. will disclose Thursday the names of Amer- 


ican businesses which have aided in the Arab boycott of Israel, 
President Ford said Wednesday night. Accusing Congress of fall- 
ing to pass a bill aimed at cutting off effects of the boycott in the 
United States, Ford made the announcement during his nationally 
televised debate with Jimmy Carter.

"Because Congress has failed to act; I am going to get the Dept. 


of Commerce to announce the names" of the companies, said 
Ford. He denied a charge by Carter that Republicans clrcunv 
\cntcd passage of the measure. Carter called the boycott by oil- 
rich Arab notions of any firms owned by Jews or doing business 
with Jews — Including those In the United States — "an absolute 
disgrace" and promised to fight it if he Is elected. 


"It Is the tint time In the history of this country" that foreign 


countries "have been able to change or circumvent our Bill of 
IllghLi." said Carter. "With me, it's a matter of morality ... later 
It might be Catholics or Baptists." Ford said administration repre- 
sentatives had pressed In Congress for passage of the antiboycott 
measure and denied Carter's charge that they had not. 


Candidates agree on Panama Canal 


President Ford and Carter seemed to agree fairly closely on the 


Panama Canal Issue during Wednesday's debate. Carter said he 
"would never give up complete control or practical control" over 
the canal but that negotiations with Panama over its status should 
continue. 


Carter said he would be willing to see Panama more fully share 


responsibility for the canal, would be willing to raise fees for ships 
passing through It and might be willing to reduce the U.S. military 
presence there. Ford said the United States "must and will main- 
tain complete access" to the canal and maintain defenses there. 
He also said negotiations should continue. 


World peace stressed in remarks 


In final debate summaries Ford and Carter stressed the need for 


world peace. Ford said. "America is strong. America Is free, 
America is respected: not a single young American today is fight- 
Ing or dying in a battlefield. America is at peace with freedom."

President Gerald R. Ford endured 


an unrelenting attack of Us adminis- 
tration's foreign policy from Demo- 
crat Jimmy Carter in Wednesday's 
debate, but The Herald exclusive post 
debate poll showed the President gain- 
ed support,among Northwest subur- 
ban residents. 


In a scientifically selected random 


sample of 239 Northwest suburban 
residents, 40.8 per cent said Ford won 
the debate, while 28J per cent said 
Carter won. 


And although a greater percentage 


of viewers said Carter won this de- 
bate compared to the first con- 
frontation two weeks ago, it appears

that voter support in the Northwest 
suburbs is solidifying behind Ford. 


ASKED IF THE election were held 


tonight, 516 per cent of those respond- 
ing said they would vote for Ford and 
25 per cent said they would vote for 
Carter. 


After the last debate, 44.4 per cent 


favored Ford, 23.5 per cent favored 
Carter and 28.6 per cent were unde- 
cided. 


The poll also showed that 63.6 per 


cent or those questioned said they 
watched the debate, a'7 per cent 
smaller audience than'for the first 
Ford-Carter encounter. 


In the group which indicated they 


viewed the second debate, the number 
of undecided voters dropped from 
more than 40 per cent after the first 
debate to 30.0 per cent. 


AMONG THOSE who did not watch 


the 90-minute debate, 55.3 per cent 
said they would favor Ford, 20.7 per 
cent supported Carter and 23.3 per 
cent were undecided. 


Over-all, the poll reflected the gen- 


eral Republican voting pattern of the 
area, but Ford's support still remains 
well below that of the GOP presiden- 
tial candidate in 1972 and 1968. In both 
of those elections, former President 
Richard Nixon gained more than 60 
per cent of the vote in this area. 


Carter also was running behind vote 


totals posted by Democratic presiden- 
tial candidates in the past two elec- 
tions. In those races the Democratic 
candidates received at least 30 per 
cent of the vote. 


In a national poll conducbsd after 


the debate by the Roper Organization, 


239 persons polled 
in telephone survey 


As it did after the first televised de- 


bate. The Herald Wednesday night 
surveyed public reaction to the Ford- 
Carter debate on foreign affairs. 


The Herald poll used an ex- 


perimental design developed by Carl 
KI. Larson, professor of marketing at 
the University of Illinois Chicago 
Circle Campus. 


Using a random telephone dialing 


technique and questionnaire, a team 
of 25 Herald staff writers and super- 
visors conducted the poll of 239 per- 
sons scientifically selected to repre- 
sent a cross section of those viewing 
and not viewing the debate. Larson 
analyzed the results. Herald political 
writer Steve Brown wrote the story.*: 


40 per- cent said Carter won the de- 
bate; 30 per cent went for Ford; and 
30 per cent were undecided on the out- 
come. 


AN ANALYSIS of the those who

In comparing the reaction of those 


who viewed the debate to vote totals 
in the 1972 congressional election, the 
President appeared to be running be- 
hind U.S. Rep.

Lake Michigan fishing 
ban didn't stop Johnsons

There Is no other way of life for Don Johnson and 


his family. 


The state restricted commercial fishing in Lake 


Michigan about a year ago, limiting fishing to three 
large commercial operations selected each year by 
lottery. The severe restrictions did not force the clos- 
ing of Johnson's small fish market In Des Plalnes, 
but It keeps him from operating his boat off Illinois 
shores. 


Johnson said the restriction raised the price of 


fresh and frozen fish for both the businessman and 
the consumer because he has been forced to buy his 
fish from Canada and the American coasts. 


IIB, HIS WIFE and their children work hard In 


their shop at ISO Miner St. and still make a good 
living at what they do, which for the most part is 
scaling, cleaning and preparing all types of fish. 


In his reserved, easy manner, Johnson never wlU 


say much about the fact that the state's action has 
changed his business because, actually, it has 
changed his entire life. 


Johnson's 24-year-old son, Andy, grew up on a boat 


that surged through the Great Lakes waters In a 
quest for perch. 


The boat was his grandfather's, the "Daryl J," a 


fisherman's vessel that extended 35 feet from the 
bow to the aflerdeck and stretched 10 feet at the 
beam. 


TODAY THE BOAT remains docked at Washing- 


ton Island, Just north of Door County, Wls., where 
Grandfather Johnson has retired and from where the 
three generations of Norwegian seamen came. 


It Is used only for pleasure now, because Johnson 


and his son no longer rise with the sun at 4 a.m. to 
bead out on Lake Michigan for a day's catch which 
must be cleaned and then sold. 


"It was not fun, but a lot of hard work, getting up 


that early and working with a temperamental Lake 
Michigan," Johnson sakl 


"It was back-breaking work, repairing the nets, 


pulling In the tugs of fish, scaling and filleting them, 
then selling them In our store the same day," he 
said. 


"BUT THERE WAS a pride that the fisherman 


could take In selling and serving his own catch. 
That's gone now," Johnson said. 


Tb« cold and miserable days of blowing wind and 


water were trying on a man's nenret, but the work 


was "rewarding," Johnson and his son agree. 


There was some element of the unknown In the 


business back then. During the spring-to-fall fishing 
season, you never knew just what you'd catch each 
day. It could bo anywhere from five to several hun- 
dred pounds of perch. '

Now. Andy travels to the Fulton Avenue fish mar- 


kets in Chicago four times each week to buy 80- 
pound cratts of fresh lake perch, wall-eyed pike, trout 
and smelt; frozen ocean fish-like turbot or shrimp 
from the gulf of Mexico. ; 


THERE'S STILL the scaling and cleaning, which 


Is part of the day-long preparation requiring the con- 
stant effort of four persons. What seems incidental, 
like the pouring of seafood sauce into Individual con- 
tainers, the folding of napkins, the making of potato 
salad and cole slow, and the frying of ffah in a faml- 
ly-rcclpcd batter Is not. .

Sister Cheryl and Andy's wife. Donna, also help In 


the shop, one of three fish markets that the DCS 
Plalnes family has owned In the city during the past 
16 years. 


The Johnsons keep it a family business "because - 


.you can always depend on your family" and because 
"it takes years of work to master the art of cleaning 
shrimp and filleting fish," Cheryl said. 


Don's Dock, as the family shop is called, sells 500 


pounds of fish weekly to long-Urn customers, lunch- 
lime executives, dieters who have discovered the 
low-cholesterol features of seafood and even to 
mischievous chilrcn who come in asking for shark's 
meat, Johnson said.

top court rules 


After nearly seven years of appeals 


It appears Cook County — not the 
township tax collector — will continue 
to collect taxes in the Northwest sub- 
urban townships, said Richard Co wen, 
attorney for Wheeling and Palatine 
townships. 


Cowcn, who has represented the 


townships of suburban Cook County In 
the latest scries of appeals, said the 
Illinois Supreme Court on Sept 39 de- 
clined to hear the appeal. Townships 
have fought the December 1968 ruling 
by Circuit Court Judge Donald J. 
O'Brien that the county .should collect 
taxes within the townships. 


The decision leaves the townships 


with an elected tax collector, as re- 
quired by Illinois statute, but nothing 
for him to do. By law, townships with 
100.000 residents also will be expected 
to fill Die tax collector post in the 1077 
election. 


"IT SKKMS INCIlEDinLE for the 


court* to say this elected office cannot 
function," Cowen said. 


The townships tried to appeal the 


circuit court decision four times. Cow- 
en said he would file another motion 
to reconsider the last appeal, out he 
said It probably will be useless. 


"It is • rare case where they will 


reconsider It," Cowen said. 


The ruling to turn tax collecting 


over to the county grew out of a com- 
plaint filed by two Chicago resldenU 
In I960. They claimed the tax collector 
function In townships discriminated 
against Chicago taxpayers. 


A TOWNSHIP TAX collector used 


to receive 2 per cent of the tax total 
he collected. As township populations 
grew, the 2 per cent generated more 
than enough revenue to pay the col- 
lector's salary, and a surplus in the 
tax collectors' fees went to the town- 
ships. The extra money went back to 
the townships and usually was used 
for schools or township services. 


The complaint said Chicago resi- 


dents were not able to benefit from the 
extra township tax collector fees, and 
thus were discriminated against The 
Judge agreed, and taxes have been 
collected by Cook County since 1*70. 


Wheeling Township auditors said 


they were dlappolnted with the results 
suits of the appeals, and said.they 
feared the functions of other township 
offices will be token over by the 
county.

changes in state-aid formulas, said 
panelists at a Palatine League of 
Women Voters discussion Wednesday 
night.

state," said State Rep. J. Glenn 
Schneider, D-Whealon, chairman of 
the Illinois House Education Com- 
mittee. 


Schneider said next year will be n 


critical one for suburban school dis- 
tricts in obtaining their share of state 
aid. 


FRANK WHITELEV. superintend- 


ent of Palatine Township Dist. IS, 
said that recent revisions of the state 
formula dictating which school dis- 
tricts are eligible for state aid means 
that suburban district! are "going to 
find that the pot is divided by many 
more school districts than it has 
been." 


Another factor affecting school dis- 


tricts U the number of programs that 
the stale requires school districts fo 
enact while not providing full funding 
for those programs, Whlteley said. 


"I hope we can convince legislators 


and special Interest groups that unless 
mandates be met wHh some promise 
of full funding that they not be 
made," Whlteley said. 


Schneider said the state committed

Sarcasm, charges punctuate debate 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Presi- 


dent Ford sakl he has led America to 
new peaks of power In a peaceful 
•world and Jimmy Carter accused 
Ford of secrecy, weakness and failure 
of leadership Wednesday in a cam- 
paign debate laced with sarcasm and 
apparent rancor on both sides. 


Disagreeing right down the line, the 


two candidates reviewed all of the 
major foreign and defense issues con- 
fronting America in a 90-minute, sec- 
ond presidential campaign debate that 


turned into an argument over moral 
superiority. 


Ford at one point said the Soviet 


Union does not dominate Eastern Eu- 
rope. Carter laughed at that response. 
The President glared at him. Jaw ten- 
sed, as he made, his rebuttals on vari- 
ous points. 


Carter, seeming much more poised 


than In the first debate, constantly 
baited Ford by name, and hitting the 
morality issue, said America must 
"revert back to the stature and re- 


spect we've had (in the world) under 
previous administrations. 


"I don't know when this will come, 


but I can tell'you It won't come If 
Gerald Ford is elected President." 


Ford, looking grim and never crack- 


ing a smile throughout a debate, in 
which he accused Carter of flirting 
with European Communist forces, 
seemed ready for the moral argument 
and pounced on it late in the debate. 


Ills voice booming, seeming irri- 


tated with what Ford called Carter's 


"bragging" about current unemploy- 
ment positions, he said: 


"Gov. Carter talks about morality 


in foreign policy. The foreign policy of 
the United States meets the highest 
standards of morality. 


"The. United • States is at peace. 


What's more moral than peace?" 


Poking the air for emphasis with 


his left hand, he ticked off a series of 
moral accomplishments and con- 
cluded, "What to more moral than

Financial future of local schools 'cloudy': panel 


The'-financial future for suburban 


• school districts has become "a cloudy 
crystal ball" because of recent 
changes in state-aid formulas, said 
panelists at a Palatine League of

"The news is not good from the 


state," said State Rep. J. Glenn 
Schneider. D-Wheatoo. chairman of 
UM Illinois House Education Com- 


mittee. 


Schneider said next year will be a 


critical one for suburban school dis- 
tricts In obtaining their share of state 
aid. 


FRANK WIIITELEY. superintend- 


ent of Palatine Township Dlst. 15, 
sold that recent revisions of the state 
formula dictating which school dis- 
tricts are eligible for state aid mean . 
that suburban districts are "going to 


find that the pot is divided by many 
more school districts than it has been. 


Another factor affecting school dis- 


tricts is the number of programs that 
the state requires school districts to 
enact while, not providing full funding 
for those programs, WWtetoy said. 


"I hope we can convince legislators 


and special Interest groups that unless 
mandates be met with some promise 
of full funding that they. not be 


made." Whltelcy said. 


Schneider said the state committed 


Itself In principle to full funding in 
1973. Full funding is taken to mean 
that the stale will provide SO per cent 
of the funds needed for education In 
the'state.

There Is no other way of life for Don Johnson and 


his family. 


Too state restricted commercial fishing In Lake 


Michigan about • year ago, limiting fishing to threo 
Urge commercial operations selected each year by 
lottery. The severe restrictions did not force the clot- 
Ing of Johnson's small fish market In DCS Plalnes, 
but K keeps him from operating Us boat off Illinois 
shores. 


Johnson said the restriction raised the price of 


fresh and frozen fish for both the businessman and 
the consumer because be has been forced to buy his 
fish from Canada and the American coasts. 


IIC. HIS WIFE and their children work hard In 


their shop at 1220 Miner St. and still make a good 
living at what they do, which for the most part Is 
scaling, cleaning and preparing all types of fish. 


In his reserved, easy manner, Johnson never will 


say much about the fact that the state's action has 
changed his business because, actually, It has 
changed his entire life. 


Johnson's 24-year-old son. Andy, grew up on a boat 


that surged through UM Gnat Lakes waters In a 
quest for perch. 


The boat was his grandfather's, the "Daryl J," a 


fisherman's vessel that extended 23 feet from the 
bow to the afterdeck and stretched 10 feet at the 
beam. 


TODAY THE BOAT remains docked at Washing- 


ton Island, Just north of Door County, Wis., where 
Grandfather Johnson has retired and from when the 
three generations of Norwegian seamen came. 


It is used only for pleasure now, because Johnson 


and his son no longer rise with the sun at 4 a.m. to 
bead out on Lake Michigan for a day's catch which 
must be cleaned and then sold. 


"It was not fun, but a lot of hard work, getting up 


that early and working with a temperamental Lake 
Michigan," Johnson said. 


"It was back-breaking work, repairing (be nets, 


pulling in the tugs of fish, scaling and filleting them, 
then selling them In our store UM same day," be 
said. 


-BUT THERE WAS • pride that the fisherman 


could take In selling and serving his own catch. 
That's gam now," Johnson said. 


The cold and miserable days of blowing wind and 


water were trying on • man's nerves, but the work 


was "rewarding," Johnson and his son agree. 


There was some element of the unknown In the 


business back then. During .the spring-to-fall fishing 
season, you never knew just what you'd catch each 
day. It could be anywhere from five to several hun- 
dred pounds of perch.

Now, Andy travels to the Fulton Avenue fish mar- 


kets In Chicago four times each week to buy 60> 
pound cratts of fresh lake perch, wall-eyed pike, trout 
and smelt; frozen ocean fish like turbot or shrimp 
from the gulf of Mexico.

THERE'S STILL the scaling and cleaning, which 


is part of the day-long preparation requiring the con- 
slant effort of four persons. What seems Incidental, 
like the pouring of seafood sauce Into individual con- 
tainers, the folding of napkins, the making of potato 
salad and cole slaw, and the frying of fish In a faml- 
ly-reclped batter Is not • 


Sister Cheryl and Andy's wife, Donna, also help in 


the shop, one of three fish market* that the Des 
Plalnes family has owned in the city during the past 
16 years. 


The Johnsons keep it a family business "because 


you can always depend on your family" and because 
"It takes years of work to master the art of cleaning 
shrimp and filleting fish," Cheryl sold. 


Don's Dock, as (he family shop Is called, sells 500 


pounds of fish weekly to long-tlm customers, lunch- 
time executives, dieters who have discovered the 
low-cholesterol features of seafood and even to 
mischievous chilren who come in asking for shark's 
meat, Johnson said. 


FRIDAY'S traditionally "fish day." and things are

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County to be tax collector: court 


After nearly seven yean of appeals 


it tppean Cook County — not the 
township tax collector — will continue 
to collect taxes in the Northwest-sub- 
urban townships, said Richard Oowen, 
attorney (or Wheeling and Palatine 
townships.

Cowen, who has represented the 


townships of suburban Cook County in 
the latest series of appeals, said the 
Illinois Supreme Court on Sept 29 de- 
clined to hear the appeal 'Townships 
'have fought the December 1969 ruling 
by Circuit Court Judge Donald J. 
O'Brien that the county should collect 
taxes within the townships. • 


The decision leaves the townships 


with an elected tax collector, as re- 
quired by Illinois statute, but nothing 
for him to do. By law, townships with 


100,000 residents also will be expected 
to fill the tax collector post in the 1977 
election. 


."IT SEEMS INCREDIBLE for the 
courts to say this elected office cannot 
function," Cowen said. ' 


The townships tried to appeal the 


circuit court decision four times. Cow- 
en said be would file another motion 
to reconsider the last appeal, but be 
said it probably will be useless. 


"It is a rare case where they will 


reconsider it," Cowen said. 


The ruling to turn tax collecting 


over to the county grew out of a com- 
plaint filed by two Chicago residents 
in 1969. They claimed the tax collector 
function in .townships discriminated 
against Chicago taxpayers. 


A TOWNSHIP TAX 'collector used 


to receive 2 per cent of the (ax total 
be collected. As township populations 
grew, the 2 per cent generated more 
than enough revenue to pay the col- 
lector's salary, and a surplus in the 
tax collectors' fees went to the town- 
ships. The extra money went back to 
the townships and usually was used 


• for schools or township services. 


The complaint said Chicago resi- 


dents were not abte to benefit from the 
extra township tax collector fees, and 
thus were discriminated against The 
' judge agreed, and taxes have been 
collected by Cook County since'1970.- 


Wheeling • Township auditors said 


they were diappolnted with the results 
suits of the appeals, and said they 
feared the functions of other township 
offices will be taken over' by the 
county.

Sarcasm, charges punctuate debate 


SAN FRANCISCO (UP1) - Presl- 


dtnt Ford said ha has led America to 
new peaks of power In a peaceful 
world and Jimmy Carter accused 
Ford of secrecy, weakness and failure 
«f leadership Wednesday in a cam- 
paign debate laced with sarcasm and 
apparent rancor on both sides. 


Disagreeing right down the line, the 


two candidates reviewed all of the 
major foreign and defense Issues con- 
fronting America In a 90-mlnute, sec* 
ond presidential campaign debate that 


turned into an argument over moral 
Duperiority. 


Ford at one point said the Soviet 


Union does not dominate Eastern Eu- 
rope. Carter'laugbed at that response. 
The President glared at him, jaw ten- 
sed, as he made his rebuttals on vari- 
ous points. 


Carter, seeming much more poised 


than in the first debate, constantly 
baited Ford by name, and hitting the 
morality Issue, said .America must 
"revert back to the stature and re- 


spect we've had (in the world) under 
previous administrations.

"I don't know when this win come, 


but I can tell you it won't come If 
Gerald Ford is elected President." ' 


Ford, looking grim and never crack- 


• ing a smile throughout a debate, In 
which he accused Carter of flirting 
with European Communist forces, 
seemed ready for the moral argument 
and pounced on It late in the debate. 


His voice booming, seeming Irri- 


tated with what Ford called Carter's 


"bragging" about current unemploy- 
ment positions, he said: 


"Gov. Carter talks about morality 


in foreign policy. The foreign policy of 
the United States meets the highest 
standards of morality. 


"The United States Is at peace. 


What's more moral than peace?" 


Poking the air for-emphasis with

The poll also showed that 03.6 per

Financial future of local schools 'cloudy': panel 


The financial future for suburban 


school districts has become "a cloudy 
crystal ball" because of recent 
changes In state-aid formulas, said

"The news is not good from the 
*ate," said State Rep. J. Glenn 
Schneider, D-Wbeeton, chairman of 
UN tninoii House Education Com- 


mittee. 


Schneider said next year will be a 


critical one for suburban school dis- 
tricts in obtaining their share 'of state 
aid. 


PRANK W1UTELEY, superintend- 


ent of Palatine Township Dist 15, 
said that recent revisions of the state. 
formula dictating which school dis- 
tricts are eligible for stale aid means 
that suburban districts an "going to 


find that the pot is divided by many 
more school districts than it has been. 


Another factor affecting school dis- 


tricts Is the number of programs that 
the state requires school districts to 
enact while not providing full funding 
for those programs, Whitetoy said. 


"I hope we can convince legislators 


and special Interest groups that unJeu 
.mandates be met with some promise 
of'full funding, that they not be 


made," Whlteley sold. 


Schneider said the state committed 


itself in principle to full funding in 
1973. Full funding is taken to mean 
that the state will provide M per cent 
of the funds needed for education in 
the state, Schneider said.

Lake Michigan fishing 
ban didn't stop Johnsons

There Is no other way of life for Don Johnson and 


his family. 


The state restricted commercial fishing in Lake 


Michigan about • year ago, limiting fishing to three 
Urge commercial operation* selected each year by 
lottery. The severe restrictions did not force the clos- 
ing of Johnson'! small fish market in DCS Plolnes, 
but it keeps him from operating his boat off Illinois 
shores. 


Johnson said the restriction raised the price of 


fresh and frozen fish for both the businessman and 
the consumer because he has been forced to buy his 
fish from Canada and the American coasts. 


HE. HIS WIFE and their children work turd In 


their shop at 1230 Miner St and still make a good 
living at what they do, which for the most part is 
scaling, cleaning and preparing all types of fish. 


In his reserved, cosy manner, Johnson never will 


say much about the fact that the state's action has 
changed his business because, actually, It has 
changed his entire life. 


Johnson's 34-year-old son, Andy, grew up on a boat 


that surged through the Great Lakes waters In a 
quest for perch. 


The boat was his grandfather's, the "Daryl J," a 


fisherman's vessel that extended 25 feet from the 
bow to the aflerdeck and stretched 10 feet at the 
beam. 


TODAY THE DOAT remains docked at Washing- 


ton Island, Just north of Door County, Wls.. where 
Grandfather Johnson has retired and from where the 
three generations of Norwegian seamen came. 


It is used only for pleasure now, because Johnson 


and his son no longer rise with the sun at 4 a.ra. to 
head out on Lake Michigan for a day's catch which 
must be cleaned and then sold. • 


"It was not fun, but • Iot.cf hard work, getting up 


that early and working with • temperamental Lake 
Michigan," Johnson said. 


"It was back-breaking work, repairing the nets, 


pulling In the tugs of fish, scaling and filleting them, 
then stlllng them In our store the some day." he 
said. 


"BUT THERE WAS • pride that the fisherman 


could take In selling and serving his own catch. 
That's gone now." Johnson said. 


The cold and misenbl* days of blowing wind and 


water were trying on a man's nerves, but the work 


was "rewording," Johnson and his son agree. 


There was some element of the unknown in the 


business back then. During the spring-to-fall fishing 
season, you never knew Just what you'd catch each 
day. It could be anywhere from five to several hun- 
dred pounds of perch. 


Now, Andy travels to the Fulton Avenue fish mar- 


kets in Chicago/four times each week to buy.60- 
pound cratts of fresh lake perch, wall-eyed pike, trout 
and smelt; frozen ocean fish like turbot or shrimp 
from the gulf of Mexico. 


THERE'S STILL the scaling and cleaning, which 


is part of the day-long preparation requiring the con- 
stant effort of four persons. What seems Incidental, 
like the pouring of seafood sauce into Individual con- 
tainers, the folding of napkins, the making of potato 
salad and cole slaw, and the frying of fish in a fnml- 
ly-reclped batter is not. 


Sister Cheryl and Andy's wife, Donna, also help in 


the shop, one of three fish markets that the DCS 
Plnincs family has owned In the city during the past 
16 years. 


The Johnsons keep it a family business "because 


>ou can always depend on your family" and because 
"It takes years of work to master the art of cleaning 
shrimp and filleting fish," Cheryl said. 


Don's Dock, as the family shop is called, sells 500 


pounds of fish weekly to long-Urn customers, lunch- 
time executives, dieters who have discovered the* 
low-cholesterol features of seafood and even to 
mischievous chllren who come in asking for shark's 
meat, Johnson said. 


FRIDAY'S traditionally "fish day," and things are 


busiest during holidays and the lentcn season. The 
family still does a healthy business every day the 
store Is open, Johnson sold. The shop is closed Mon- 
days. 


Grandfather Johnson still passes his time In Wash- 


ington Island hook and lining off tho docks, but the 
rest of the family doesn't find recreational fishing as 
exciting a match as commercial fishing.

hamburger meals," Green said. "We 
want to show that you can do better 
by starting from scratch." 


Starting from scratch with maca- • 


roni, that is. Or noodles or spaghetti, 
the two other forms of pasta that 
make up 90 per cent of the Industry's 
pasta output each year. • 


Green said the national headquar- • 


ters In Palatine is like a "chamber of 
commerce" for all the major produc- 
ers of tho Italian specialty. Green 
said the National Macaroni Manufac- . 
hirers' Assn. represents about 100 
pasta producers, who turn out about 
two billion pounds each year. . < 
\ 
"We keep track of what goes on In 


the commodity market (the price of 
wheat and eggs, two essential In- 
gredients of pasta), packaging, .gov- 
ernment regulations and consumer 
developments," Green said. 


THE FIRM ALSO sends out new 


pasta recipes to the food section* of 
newspapers and other media, once the 
recipe has been tested by the associ- 
ation's kitchen In New York. 


Green said the main function of Na- 


tional Macaroni Week is to increase, 
the number of press releases and to 
get the public thinking about trying 
new pasta dishes. 


"The 
popularity of 'pasta' has 


doubled since World War II," Green 
noted. He attributed the Increase to 
an Interest in "ethnic" foods and be- 
cause of the comparatively high 
prices of other main-dish foods.

After, nearly seven yean of appeals 


it appears Code County — not the 
township tax collector — will continue 
to collect taxes in the Northwest fob- 
urban townihJpB, said Richard Ooweq, 
attorney for Wheeling and Palatine 
townships. 


Cowen, who has represented the 


townships of suburban Cook County in 
the latest series of appeals, said the 
Illinois Supreme Court on Sept 29 de- 
clined to bear the appeal Townships 
have fought the December 1069 ruling 
by Circuit Court Judge Donald J. 
O'Brien that the county should collect 
taxes within the townships. 


The decision leaves the townships 


with an elected tax collector, as re- 
quired by Illinois statute, but nothing 
for him to do. By law, townships with 


100,000 residents also will be expected 
to Oil the tax collector post in the 1977 
election. 


"IT SEEMS INCREDIBLE for the 


courts to say this elected office cannot 
function," Cowen said. 


The townships tried to appeal the 


circuit court decision four times. Cow- 
en said he would Die another motion 
to reconsider the last appeal, but be 
said it probably will be useless. 


"It. is a rare case where they will 


reconsider it," Cowen. said. 


The'ruling to turn tax collecting 


over to the county grew out of a com- 
plaint filed by two Chicago residents 
in 1969. They claimed toe tax collector 
function in townships discriminated 
against Chicago taxpayers. 
•A TOWNSHIP TAX collector used 


to receive 2 per cent of the tax total 
he collected. As township populations 
grew, the 2 per cent' generated more 
than enough revenue to pay the col- 
lector's salary, and a surplus to the' 
tax collectors' fees went to the town- 
ships. The extra money went back to 
the townships and usually was used 
for schools or township services. 


The'complaint said Chicago resi- 


dents were not able to benefit from the 
extra township tax collector fees, and 
thus were discriminated'against The 
Judge agreed, and .taxes have been 
collected by Cook County since 1970. 


Wheeling Township auditors said 


they were diappointed with the results 
suits of the appeals, and said they 
feared the functions of other township 
offices will be taken over by the 
county.

Rights," said Carter. "With me, it's a matter of morality ... later 
it might be Catholics or Baptists." Ford said administration repre- 
sentatives had pressed in Congress (or passage of the antlboycott 
measure and denied Carter's charge that they had not. 


Candidates agree on Panama Canal 


President Ford and Carter seemed to agree fairly closely on the 


Panama Canal issue during Wednesday's debate. Carter said he 
"would never give up complete control or practical control" over 
the canal but that negotiations with Panama over its status should 
continue. 


Carter said he would be willing to see Panama more fully share 


responsibility for the canal, would be willing to raise fees for ships 
passing through 11 and might be willing to reduce the U.S. military 
presence there. Ford said the United States "must and will main* 
tain complete access" to the canal and maintain defenses there.

Lake Michigan fishing 
ban didn't stop Johnsons

Then li no other way cf life for Don Johnson and 


hit family. 


The ttate restricted commercial fishing In Lake 


Michigan about a year ago, limiting fishing to three 
large commercial operations selected each year by ' 
lottery. The severe restrictions did not force the clos- 
ing of Johnson's small fish market in Des Plalnes, 
but it keeps him from operating bis boat off Illinois 
shores. 


Johnson said the restriction raised the price of 


fresh and frozen fish for both the businessman and 
the consumer because he has been forced to buy his 
fish from Canada and the American coasts. 


IIB. IIIS WIFE and their children work hard In 


their shop at 120 Miner St. and still make a good 
living at what they do, which for the most part Is 
scaling, cleaning and preparing all types of fish.. 


In his reserved, easy manner, Johnson never will 


say much about the fact that the state's action has 
changed his business because, actually, it has 
changed his entire life. 


Johnson's 24-year-old son, Andy, grew up on a boat 


that surged through the Great Lakes waters in a 
quest for perch. 


The boat was his grandfather's, the "Daryl J," a 


flsheonsn's vessel that extended 23 feet from the < 
bow to the afterdeck and stretched 10 feet at the 
beam. 


TODAY THE BOAT remains docked at Washing- 


ton Island, jutt north of Door County, Wls., where 
Grandfather Johnson has retired and from where the 
three generations of Norwegian seamen came. 


It Is used only for pleasure now, because Johnson 


and his son no longer rise with the sun at 4 a.m. to 
head out on Lake Michigan for a day's catch which 
must be cleaned and then sold. 


"It was not fun, but a tot of hard work, getting up 


that early and working with a temperamental Lake 
Michigan," Johnson said. 


"It was back-breaking work, repairing the nets, 


pulling m the tugs of fish, scaling and filleting them, 
then selling them In our store the same day." be 


"BUT THERE WAS a pride that the fisherman 


could take In selling and serving his own catch. 
That's gone now." Johnson said. 


The cold and miserable days of blowing wind and 


water were trying on a man's nerves, but the work 


was "rewarding," Johnson and his son agree. 


There was some element of the unknown In the 


business back then. During the spring-to-fall fishing 
season, you never knew Just what you'd catch each 
day. It could be anywhere from five to several hun- 
dred pounds of perch.' 


Now, Andy travels to the Fulton Avenue fish mar- 


kets hi Chicago four times each week to buy 60- 
pound cratts of fresh lake perch, wall-eyed pike, trout 
and smelt; frozen ocean fish like turbot or shrimp 
from the gulf of Mexico.

Is part of the day-long preparation requiring the con- 
stant effort of four persons. What seems incidental, 
like the pouring of seafood sauce into individual con- 
tainer*, the folding of napkins, the making of potato

However, over-all .scorea on stan- 


dardized tests used in Dist. 21 reveal 
an upward trend in student achieve- 
ment. 
•These findings are based on results 
from the Iowa Test of Basic Skills, ad- 
ministered to 4,500 third-through 
eighth-grade students last April. The 
results were analyzed last week by 
consultant* from Northern Illinois 
University at a meeting of the Dist. 2f 
administrators council 


THE STUDENTS' scores In all sub- 


jects tested were at or above their 
own grade levels compared to nation- 
al average* on the Iowa test. These 
scores generally have Increased in the 
past three years. 


However, when the test scores were 


compared to the expected perform- 
anca for students at different in- 
telligence levels, the results showed 
students with average Intelligence 
making smaller gains than expected. 


A "theoretical expectancy" Is used 


by Mat 21 to determine whether stu- 
dents are achieving according to their 
ability and their grade level. Ability Is 
measured by Intelligence tests given 
to all Dist. 21 students. 


Average Intclllence is defined as an 


Intelligence Quotient between 90 and

•"Your average group Is something 


you need to look at," Nlu's Wesley 
Many told the .administrators. "But 
the above and 'above above* students 
are making good progress." 


8UPT. KENNETH (SILL said an 


analysis of test scores last year also 
Indicated that the academic devel- 
opment of average children should be 
the district's main concern. GUI said 
the district's attempts to solve his 
problem apparently were "not too ef- 
fective." 


Peter Abrami, another consultant 


from NIU, said, "It Is much easier to 
avoid the Issue and not to look at IQ. 
Then you can say, 'look, we're doing 
well'" compared to national norms. 
' 


"The average IQ in this district is 


111, which is considerably higher than 
the'national norm,"* Annas'said. 
"We: would expect them (the stu- 
dents) to do better than the average 
student on the national norm because 
they are smarter to begin with." . 


This year's! test results' indicated 


that an third graders did better than, 
expected,'while in other grade levels 
average-and below average students > 
did not meet the expected' range for 
their ability.

MANY SATO THE performance of 


third graders may have been better 
because there Is a heavier emphasis 
on basic skills, such as reading, hi the 
primary grades. In the upper grades 
the emphasis shifts to higher content 
, In the curriculum, he said.

Library opening

It is unlikely Mount Prospect resi- 


dents will see the grand opening of 
the new library facility, 10 S. Emer- 
son St., this month as originally 
scheduled by library officials. 


Library Board Pres. John W. A. 


Parsons earlier this week said H will 
be December or January until the 
move from the present library, H E. 
Busse Ave., Is completed. 


"The building looks finished to you 


gentlemen," Parsons told the village 
board. "But I have 40 Items on a 
checklist to take care of for the chil- 
dren's department alone," before ma- 
terials can be moved to the new $3.2 
million library facility. 


PARSONS SAID ho would rather 


take his time with the mow than 
transfer books and equipment hap- 
hazardly. Moving to hte new building 
— approximately three times the size 
of the present library — has been esti- 
mated to cost between $8,700 to 
117.000.

ckors, and H's beholden on the citizen- 
ry to be watchful of what they must 
do, too," Mrs. Moore said.

Fifth grade scores re- 
mained ^the same as last year and 
scores in the sixth and eighth grades 
showed a slight drop. .
